New Central Post Office To Be 

Ready For Occupancy May 1 

Site On Sumner Street Selected And Modern Building Of 
Colonial Type Architecture To Be 
Erected 


As a result, of study by representa- 
tives of the United States Post Otnee 
Department, it has been decided to 
consolidate .the working departments 
of the Post Offices in Newton and to 
house them In a Post Office building 
to be erected on Summer street, New- 
ton Centre. 

The Post Office Department is satis- 
fied that efficiency will be increased 
by the consolidation and that the dis- 
tribution of local mails and dispatch 
of malls originating locally to outside 
points will bo accelerated. No reduc- 
tion of existing facilities at any of 
the Post Offices in Newton will follow 
as a result of the consolidation. It is 
intended that malls from outside 
points will be brought to Newton Cen- 
tre, made up in bundles, marked with 
the appropriate route numbers and 
brought by trucks to the various offices 
for delivery by carriers. Parcel Post 
matter will be delivered by a fleet of 
trucks operating from the Newton 
Centre Post Office to the addresses, 
thereby eliminating the handling of 
Parcel Post matiter in the various 
offices and effecting, as far as the 
Newtons are concerned, a segregation 
of Parcel Post matter. 

Several sites for the new Post Office 
wore suggested to the Department and 
after a careful study by the Department 
representatives covering a period of 
several weeks, in the course of which 
particular attention was paid to pub- 
lic convenience and economy of op- 
eration, the proposal of the Stuart- 
Marshall Realty Company was accept- 


ed by the Department and negotiations 
lease of Post. Office quarters in a spe- 
have been completed for a ten year 
dally constructed building to be erect- 
ed at 211 Summer street, Newton Cen- 
tre. 

The building will be of colonial type 
architecture, constructed of brick and 
stone with a first floor area of approxi- 
mately r>. r *00 square feet and a second 
floor area for Post Office purposes of 
1000 square feet; will bo heated by a 
modern oil burning heater, and every 
facility for the convenience of the 
public and the comfort of the employ- 
ees will be found in the new building. 
It is expected that the building will be 
ready for occupancy May first of this 
year. 

The Stuart-Marsliall Realty Com- 
pany is a Newton corporation which 
has operated extensively in the devel- 
opment field. The President. Albert 
T. Stuart, is a life long resident of 
Newton and was associated for many 
years with T. Stuart & Sons, Con- 
tractors. in direct charge of construc- 
tion work throughout New England, 
New York and Pennsylvania. The 
Stuart-Marshall Realty Company 
erected the Community Block and 
Centre Block in Newton Centre, both 
business developments, and Mr. Stuart 
is now preparing plans for the devel- 
opment of the property at (tenter 
and Beacon streets now occupied by 
the Farnham’a Block, so called, and 
will erect a building there in harmony 
with the architectural character of 
other buildings in the square.

As to the givers, they were very 
numerous, and in addition to mem- 
bers of organizations like the Bilks or 
the Knights, included church and 
school groups, Sunday School classes, 
clubs of young people, and many gen- 
erous-hearted persons. A large propor- 
tion of these groups applied to the 
Welfare Bureau in order to find out 
the names of families who were in 
need of Christmas cheer. 

The Clearing House, run by th- 
Newton Central Council, lists all 
names submitted and lets each organ- 
ization know whether the family for 
whom they are planning a dinner is 
to receive one from some other 
source. One or the other of the givers 
is almost Invariably ready to with- 
draw, and to take on instead the name 
of a family not provided for at all. 
More than 40 families tills year had 
dinners who would not have had them 
except for this “clearing.” 

To check with the Central Council 
on the names of those families to 
whom you intend to give Christmas 
baskets means time and effort and 
money saved to the givers, and means 
joy for many families who would 
otherwise have a bare and cheerless 
holiday.

The public is request- 
ed to report any failure in following the 
above rule, to the Better Business 
Bureau. 

THE CARE OF HOSIERY 

The Retail Trade Board of Boston 
has published an informative, descrip- 
tive booklet under a heading, “The 
Wear Depends Upon the Care”, giving 
facts about silk hosiery that women 
should be familiar with. This booklet 
describes the best methods of putting 
on silk hosiery, how to avoid friction 
damage, and how to wash silk hosiery. 
This booklet is available to the public, 
without charge, on request to either the 
Better Business Bureau or the Retail 
Trade Board. 

The booklet concludes that it is not 
wear that damages silk hosiery as much 
ns improper care. Three important sug- 
gestions of value to the public follow: 

1. Be sure the size is large enough. 

2. Bo suro that supporters are fast- 
ened only to garter band. 

2. Wear several pair in rotation.

Vet for .*(«» years the 
name has stuck, and is now consid- 
ered more elegant than the American 
term, "variety."— John Walker liar 
rlngton. in tin* Smokers Companion 
Magazine. 


French Dandies First 

to Sport the Cravat 

One of the few words of Slavonic 
origin that does not retain Its exotic 
flavor is cravat. The linen scarfs 
worn around their necks by (Croatian 
merchants captivated the fancy of the 
fashionable French, who adopted t he 
French word for i ’mat Ian to desig- 
nate this kind < f neckwear. Thus 
“create” became Vmvnte” or "cra- 
vnte.” from whence our word "cravat.” 

The word was adopted in France in 
1G3U and appears in I'nglish about 
1700. Its synonym, necktie. Is of later 
origin, its first use as cited by ihe Ox 
ford dictionary being ISfi-S. 

Cravats when first introduced were 
not exclusively "• article of men’s :ip 
parel, but some, which were lace- 
edged and tied in a how with flowing 
ends, were worn bv women. “Cravat- 
ted” as a verb and ‘vravuteer’’ ap- 
plied to one who ties a cravat, al- 
though now practically obsolete, wore 
at one time frequently used. Thacke- 
ray In “Vault \ Fair" speaks of a 
young man being '‘handsomely era 
ratted.” 


Nature Wort, :.s Backward 

The following is an interesting in- 
stance of a re\*T ul <M iln* ordinary 
course of nature which cost an Eng- 
lish market gardener dear: 

Watercress is eagerly devoured by 
caddis-worms, and caddis-worms are 
a favorite food <»t trout. The trout, 
in turn, have a voracious enemy in 
herons, which ordinarily catch the 
fish after they have grown fat on cad- 
dis-worms. Now, in tin* case referred 
to, it happened that a large grower of 
watercress had three-quarters of Ids 
crop ruined by the ravages of caddis- 
worms. On Investigation it was found 
that the trout, which ordinarily prt*- 
tected tiie plants from the worms 
hail been devoured, ahead of rime, 
so to speak, by a flock of hungry 
herons which, in thus reversing ihe 
course of events, had brought disas- 
ter to the owner of the watercress.

The 
histor> uf the German shepherd dog 
breed dutes far hack into antiquity.

AUTHOR PRESENTS 

BOOKS TO SCHOOL 

On the evening of th > Alumni din- 
ner at Newtonville, December 2S, and 
in honor of the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary' of her graduation from Newton 
High School, Miss Emma Downing 
Coolidge presented autographed copies 
of two of her published hooks to Mr. 
Bacon for the High School Library. In 
doing this Miss Coolidge said it rep- 
resented a dream come true, for at 
the time of her graduation, when 
speeches of principal and public men 
always stir ambition, and for her 
painted a picture of success in the lit 
entry world, which was her ardent 
desire, the thought was In her mind 
that she hoped some day to he able to 
present to this school conies of her 
writings, that they might serve to 
inspire other students to follow their 
bent. During her High School days 
her short stories were appearing in 
the Boston (daily) Post. In the years 
that have passed since then, and with 
her busy days of writing stories and 
articles, and of reading from her writ- 
ings. the giving has been delayed un- 
til the psychological moment of tin* 
twenty-fifth anniversary, for Miss Cool- 
Idge’s book “The Dreamer" was pub- 
lished in 1015. and her historical novel 
“At The King’s Pleasure” even earlier 
—1911. 

She looks back with pleasure upon 
the days she spent in Prof. Andrew J. 
George’s English classes, for his 
scholarly attainments, Ills true love 
and understanding of literature, and 
his encouragement of her ability to 
write, were carrying forward tin* In- 
spiration she had received constantly 
from her father, himself an author 
and orator of note and unusual abil- 
ity. site had written from childhood; 
had declaimed her own and others’ 
writing all through her school years 
on fete days, and had even impro- 
vised stories- for her chums when 
wanting books at the library failed. 

Site spent one year at Wellesley 
High School before entering Newton 
High, and here as a freshman she won 
the prize for the best essay written 
by the classes in competition. The 
prize, a hook inscribed by the master, 
Seldon Brown, and presented by 
Gamaliel Bradford in public assem- 
bly, she holds one of her most treas- 
ured possessions. The essay which 
won the prize was entitled "Patriotism 
and Freedom." and was a summary 
of the outstanding deeds of great 
men since the founding of our coun- 
try. It was written just after, perhaps 
especially inspired by, Dewey’s vic- 
tory at Manila. It is a peculiar coin- 
cidence, and one that proves the lean- 
ings in every branch of her family to- 
ward patriotic thought, that when Gal- 
vin (’oolidge was a student at Am- 
herst lie won a prize for an essay also 
on a patriotic subject, and this* lias 
been a bond between them since they 
came to know each other in later 
years. 

Miss Coolidge says that this winning 
of the prize was the first real founda- 
tion of her determination to develop 
her literary leanings, and iti her writ- 
ings since then there will be found 
not only romance and adventure of the 
novelist, but constant expression of 
patriotism In articles and poetry that 
prove how much tills shaped her 
course. 

In presenting her books to Newton 
High School she imt only desires to 
show the school the honor, in which 
she holds it, and hopes to encourage 
other students to develop their espe- 
cial talents, but she pay tribute to 
Hu* memory of two scholars whose 
ability and love of literature pointed 
the way for her — her father and Prof. 
George. .

As evidence of the rapid growth of 
Newton is a report from the Public 
Buildings Department showing that, 
during 1!»27 the valuation of new I 
buildings in Newton amounted to 
$9,2-11.1 H‘> and alterations to buildings 
cost $899,340. 

The permits issued totalled 1634 as 
compared with 1539 permits in 1926. 
The total valuation of the building 
work in 1927 was $10,110,456 as com- j 
pared with $8,393,954 in 1926. The 
1634 permits were divided by Wards 
as follows— Ward 1.

It cost me a wet and muddy day 
In a blaek-gtim swamp to fit i in 
how it Is done, Samuel Seovliie 
in the Forum. 

We splashed our way tln-im- ituni 
and water until we came to ■ • ■•tuple 
of (urge hollow trees rn>t fill f. • t apart. 
In one was the nest of a liar red owl 
containing two eggs in a hollow about 
twenty feet up. while In the other tree 
a barn owl hnd made its nest In a 
hole some fifteen feet from the ground 
and laid there six round white eggs 
about tlie size of a crow's egg. Both 
nests contained dead field mice, while 
in the barred owl’s holt? was the wing 
of a screech owl and the feathers of u 
marsh hawk, which that fiense sky- 
pirate had evidently killed and eaten. 
While we were staring up at the 
trees, the female barred owl camp 
skimming like a gray shadow through 
the woods and. approaching the nest- 
ing hole* Suddenly plunged Into It, ap 
patently without slackening Us flight 
in tlie least.

the cameru showed something which 
our eyes were not quick enough to 
follow and gave t lie explanation of 
how so large a bird could plunge Into 
a tree at full speed without receiving 
any Injury. When the plate was do 
velopod it showed that Just as tlie owl 
reached the hole It turned a somer- 
sault and, reversing its wings, cheeked 
Its flight for nn Instant and slid In 
feet foremost, n lilt of aeronautics 
which I fancy only the most skilled 
fl.vers among the bird folk can per- 
forin.

So 
tlie artistic soul can he satisfied in a 
multitude of ways in art exhibitions 
and art reviews found in tlie newspa- 
per cafoterin. Now onions are one of 
the most important of vegetables for 
the human body— a physical tonic 
not to he ignored.

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Mayor Childs Addresses New 

Aldermanic Board at Inaugural 

Urges Installation of New Fire Alarm System, New Fire 
Station at Newton Corner, Continuance of School 
Program and Postponement of New City 
Hall Among Other Matters 


Gentlemen of tho Board of Aldermen: 

Ah wo meet today to organize our 
municipal government, I extend to you 
and to all whom wo represent my best 
wishes for happiness and prosperity 
through 1928. 

The voters of Newton having regis- 
tered their choices have selected us to 
conduct the business of this city. To 
. Jiave been called to such high service 
and to have been entrusted with such 
responsibility is a great honor. 

Let us show by efficient service and 
proper expenditure of public funds 
that confidence in us has not been mis- 
placed. 

We are servants of the people, not 
their masters. Let us act for the best 
interests of all. It is an interesting 
city whose destiny we direct. Newton 
is growing and growing rapidly. She 
will continue to grow and will, in all 
probability, show greater growth in 
years to come than any other suburb 
of Greater Boston. 

A growing city like a growing child 
is expensive but well worth all it 
costs. Growth creates needs not only 
for more functions of government but 
also for the intensification of existing 
functions. 

Times have changed. Modern civil- 
ization demands and needs civic im- 
provements. Luxuries in our boyhood 
days are necessities now, not only in 
the home and school but throughout 
the city. 

Expenses keep pace with new de 
mauds. The critic and political orator 
warn us that municipal expenditures 
are mounting and that since 1913 they 
have greatly increased. 

The fact is true, but let us not for- 
get that the purchasing power of tho 
dollar has beon cut in two and that 
wages have virtually doubled sinco 
before the war. 

Taxes for the most part are labor 
and materials. Increaso in indebted- 
ness and taxes in this city have never 
been due to wasteful extravagance but 
rather to the extension of the sphere 
of governmental activities which call 
for larger revenue. 

Our aim should be the efficient and 
economical expenditure of public 
funds, the elimination of waste, the 
getting, in so far as it is possible, full 
value for every dollar spent, and then, 
if in order to meet the reasonable 
ueeds of and provide adequately for 
a rapidly growing city, taxes must 
rise and bond tissues increase, this 
should not deter us from facing our 
problem and solving it in a proper 
manner. 

Let’s distribute burdens which 
ought to be distributed, and following 
in the footsteps of our predecessors 
of thirty odd years ago, who faced 
greater problems for their day than 
even we are called upon to face, rise 
to the occasion and win at least the 
thanks of future generations. 

When the situation is carefully an 
alyzed, I am not so sure but that our 
increase in municipal expenditures is 
only apparent and that where they 
have actually increased, it can be sat- 
isfactorily shown to the fair-minded 
taxpayer that the increase lias beon 
justifiable and inevitable to meet the 
needs of our people. 

* * * 

The financial condition of the city 

is sound. Our municipal bonds are 

in demand and at our price. They sell 
readily. 

The tax rate is ^27.40. a decrease of 
sixty cents over the previous rate. 
The average of the 1927 tax rates of 
the 355 cities and towns in Massa- 
chusetts is $28.55. Our rate therefore 
is $1.15 below the average for tho 

entire State, is among the lowest of 
the 39 cities, and several dollars lower 
than the average rate for cities in this 
Commonwealth. 

Our total valuation on April 1. 1927, 
was $139,979,250, made up us follows: 

Buildings $84,172,800 

Land 36,276,800 

Personal 19,529,650 

The valuation of exempted property 
was $21,231,950. We should take pride 
in this figure. The grand total of our 
exempted property is a credit to our 
interest in the higher purposes of life 
and our helpfulness to those who have 
more or less difficulty in making the 
grade. 

Our population is approximately 
55,000, which makes our valuation 
$2,545 per capita. The motor vehicles 
In the city number 10,842, with a valu- 
ation of $6,976,700, a considerable in- 
crease over 1926.

In glancing over figures of former 
years one notes with satisfaction that 
while the city’s gross funded debt in 
1896 was 8 1/3% of the assessed valu- 
ation, and in 1900 and 1905 practically 
10%, it had fallen in 1910 to 8.3S% 
and has been falling ever since until 
in 1926 it was 3.73% and in 1927, 
3.70%. 

In spite of all that has been accom- 
plished during these recent years, wo 
are not riding to destruction, and to- 
day, everything considered, we are in- 
finitely better off than we were fif- 
teen or twenty or thirty years ago. 

The past year has shown a steady 
and gradual increase in building con- 
struction. Newton has the distinction 
of not only increasing over the year 
1926 but holds second place for build- 
ing construction among her sister 
municipalities. Cambridge, Worcester 
and Springfield follow Newton in the 
order named. Present indications 
point to an increase in building for 
this year over last. A fine type of 
building is being erected here, for 
which we should be thankful, and to 
which we may point with pride. 

The enforcing of the Building Code 
and Zoning Ordinance has been done 
satisfactorily. Our Building Code, ob- 
solete in many respects, needs revi- 
sion. For proper revision, and to save 
time. 1 suggest a paid commission. 


their satisfactory solution. These 
problems are familiar to us all. New 
ton has always been noted for her ex- 
cellent schools. People come here to 
live in order that their children may 
have the educational advantages 
which the city offers. They seem to 
think that they get more for their 
money here than they get for more 
money elsewhere. 

The question often arises in the 
minds of all of us upon whom re- 
sponsibility for the education of youth 
rests, "are we going way beyond what 
a common school education can rea- 
sonably be expected t<» provide? ' 
opinions differ, but from all the light 
which I can gather from competent 
authority, I believe that we are do- 
ing what is right for youth in edu- 
cational matters. 

Youth is the city’s greatest asset. 
It is wiser to properly educate the 
children than to save silver and gold. 
It means a finer American citizenship 
later on. A school building program 
is now being formulated. The next 
step to be taken will be presented in 
due season. Conditions are most seri- 
ous iu Newtonville and congestion in 
the Clafliu School district must be 
immediately relieved. 

New construction has progressed 
and is progressing most satisfactorily. 
The Levi F. Warren Junior High 
School was completed and was put in 
use at the opening of the school term 
in September. This building was 
erected in the time specified and with- 
in the limits of the appropriation, es 
timates for which were given at the 
time the plans were drawn. 

A tunnel was built between the Ad- 
ministration and the Classical High 
School buildings, in which was in- 
cluded the connecting up of the Class- 
ical High School building with the 
heating plant of the Technical build- 
ing. We now heat and furnish lu*at 
and power for all three of the High 
School buildings from the Technical 
High School plant. This should be 
a great saving in labor and material 
and give much more efficient results, 
as it does away with the use of the 
three boilers in the Classical build- 
ing, saving fuel and labor. However, 
the boilers in the Classical building 
are held in readiness to be used 
should severe weather or other un- 
foreseen circumstances arise. It 
might be wise at a little later date 
to install another hoiler in the Tech- 
nical High School plant, although up 
to the present time this has not been 
found necessary. This can only be 
determined after we have run the 
plant under the present method for 
one year. 

The John Ward School at Chestnut 
Hill, was started in August, and has 
progressed satisfactorily, and will be 
completed on the time schedule and 
within the appropriation. 

The Hamilton School, at Newton 
Lower Falls, was started in November 
and its progress is very favorable. It 
will be ready for use in the Septem- 
ber term. It will also be built within 
the appropriation. 

After careful consideration, the 
School Committee has requested that 
action be taken to place responsibil- 
ity for the care and maintenance of 
the outdoor playing grounds and 
fields on school property under the 
Playground Commission, but subject to 
certain conditions. This request will 
be communicated to you forthwith. I 
recommend most heartily the change.

More attention should be given iu 
the future than in the past to the 
setting aside of open areas for parks 
and playgrounds in order that the 
Garden City effect of Newton may be 
preserved for all time. 

With the tremendous growth of the 
city, open areas are fast disappear- 
ing. Unless foresight is shown soon, 
opportunity to acquire, at reasonable 
cost, parks and playgrounds, will be 
lost. We have a right to be proud of 
the playgrounds of our city, but more 
land ought to be reserved for the fu- 
ture. Real estate concerns through- 
out the country are setting aside for 
parks and playgrounds from 8 to 10 
per cent of the areas when planning 
sub-divisions, believing that a play- 
ground properly located and laid out. 
with some park effects, properly 
cared for and supervised, is one of 
the greatest real estate assets which 
a city can have. 

Recognizing this fact we ought to 
consider at least the acquisition of 
sufficient areas where the city does 
not now own them, before the price 
is exorbitant or the region built up. 
Thompsonville, Oak Hill, and Chest- 
nut Hill should not be forgotten and 
land already owned by the city on 
West Newton Hill should be devel- 
oped. Swampy land along the Charles 
River filled in would eventually give 
playgrounds at small expense, 
abate mosquito nuisances, and in the 
meantime, provide a repository for 
city ashes. The swampy land between 
West Newton and Auburndale in the 
rear of River street should be thus 
treated. 

Winter recreation in this city is 
each year becoming more popular. 
In view of the dangers accompany- 
ing street coasting, slides should be 
provided on our playgrounds and a 
toboggan coast erected at EdmandB 
Park. I recommend the installation of 
lights for evening hockey at Bull- 
ough’s Pond. 

Tennis courts should be provided 
at Auburndale and Cabot Park and 
an additional court at West Newton. 
Playground buildings will, eventually, 
have to be provided for the different 
playgrounds, especially where there

As Newton approaches her 300th 
birthday, which comes in 1930, it 
would be well to begin to put into 
first class condition what we already 
have, and 1 suggest that wo apply our- 
selves to that task with the same en- 
ergy with which we undertake new 
construction. 

This will require more money for 
maintenance. 

A larger amount of highway work 
should he done during the next two 
years than has been done heretofor 
Abandoned car tracks should be r 
moved from Walnut and Crafts streets 
and from streets in Newton Upper 
Fulls and Nonantum. 

It is always difficult to divide equit- 
ably funds for schools, highways, and 
other expenses, hut I have the feeling 
that for the next year or two we may 
very wisely expend a fairly generous 
sum iu the improvement not only of 
our main thoroughfares, hut also of 
some other streets. 

Eight or ten years ago, when the 
last link of the Parkway on the New- 
ton side of Charles River, the Faneuil 
Boulevard so-called, was built, a 
statement was made to the Legisla- 
ture that the city would undoubtedly 
in the near future construct a suit- 
;ible outlet from the Parkway to Non- 
antum square or its vicinity. Because 
of tlie luck of this outlet, the Park- 
way Is not used to its full benefit. A 
complicated and difficult problom pre- 
sents itself when we cosider just 
where this outlet should be construct- 
ed but I believe that the engineers 
of the Metropolitan Planning Division 
have made some study of this matter. 
By conference uml extending this 
study the problem might be solved. 

Sewer, drain and street betterment 
work has been carried through sat- 
isfactorily during the past year. That 
sort of work must continue. I recom- 
mend sewers for the Whitney road 
district, over private land from Berk- 
eley street to Commonwealth avenue, 
and in the Edge Hill road district. 

In the matter of drains, Dlckerman 
Brook and the Rane Brook district 
should receive attention. A study and 
start ought to he made in the mut- 
ter of drainage for Cold Spring Brook 
territory. This is a much needed im- 
provement. 

Tho Washington street bridge at 
Lower Fills, the Riverside road bridge 
and the Kendrick bridge must be 
studied with a view to keeping them 
absolutely safe for the traffic of to- 
day, between this city and Wellesley, 
Weston, and Nuodlmm. 

If new structures are necessary the 
expense will be shared. 

Something should be done to ollm 
innte the curve on Dedham street, 
more traffic signals must he installed, 
and arrangements ought to he made 
for a proper sanitary stution at No 
ant urn squuro.

"Dick” was so agreeably sur- 
prised at the Mayor’s change of at- 
titude regarding the building of the 
new city hall that he could not re- 
strain his emotions. 

Mayor Childs’ inaugural address con 
mined many ex*-; Rent recommenda- 
tions. It also contained some recom- 
mendations, which in our opinion are 
not excellent. We will make refer- 
ence later to s uite of ills suggestions 
which we b -lievc should be adopted. 
We will reft r here to a couple of 
Mayor Childs’ recommendations which 
we believe should not be adopted. 

Tin- Mayor, in ids address, advocates 
r lie apointing of tw ? additional men 
t the Newton Fir Department whose 
duties will consist of visiting the ba-e- 
ments of every school building in the 
city four times each night. A cen- 
tury and more ago, the then small 
: cities in this country had a man trav- 
el through the streets nights ns a 
"fire watch." Policemen were un- 
known in those days. But as tlte 
country grew and cities became more 
populated, poke men were appointed. 

linst burglars 
and arrest inebriated Individuals who 
might cause disturbances. Tlte pres* 
■nco of night policemen rendered tlte 
"fire watch" unnecessary. For many 
years the duties of firemen i-i towns 
uid chics have been to fight fires, not 
0 serv as night patnlm *n. We have 
; ti Newton an excellent police force. 
Every night our streets are patrolled 
' v at Past 32 polic men. During the 
Ar t half of tin* nights, from 6 p. m. 
until 1 a. m., 31 patrolmen and scr- 
"eants are pntrdPng the streets: dur- 
ing the last half from 1 a. nt. until 
' a. in., tlte number is reduced to 32 
For years fh«* patrolmen in Newton 
have examined the front and b-»rk 
doors and windows of all business 
places in the city. Th**v have kept 
e’o-e and efficient watch on school 
buildings. It would h 'liffiml* for one 
to recall school buildings in New- 
'on which liu v* • caught aflro at night 
•t is more than probable that if nddi 
them! flmnien an* to be appointed, it 
will he for the purpose of establishing 
the t wo-phi'oon k.v lent rather than 
to make nigh* watchmen of them. 

Mu vor Childs, in Ids address, said. 
"I aid raise fin* qiie.tlnti as to whether 
•nr pre 'tit method, under which build 
’ngs are erected and mnlu'uined by 
Hie Build i • g Department, Inti ep •r:*'* , d 
by the School Department, is unwise 
and costly procedure. If you heliev 
Unit it is, 1 sugge t for your conoid- 
♦ 

aim ers, firemen, and all of the men 
'n charge of operating the houtlng and 
nieclninleal units of tin school build- 
rigs. under Hi • Building Commission- 
r. This, in my Judgment, would re- 
sult in saving, not only in repairs, 
but also in tlie use of fuel." 

We disagree wit it tin* Mayor in the 


foregoing recommendation. Just how 
transferring the engineers and janitors 
of our schools from the supervision of 
the School Department to the con- 
trol of the Building Commisioner will 
result in a saving in the cost of re- 
pairs and in t lie cost of fuel, we don’t 
understand. The janitors would be in- 
eluded, because they control the me- 
chanical units in schools. The school 
engineers and janitors are under the 
direct supervision of Mr. George Kel- 
lar, secretary of tlte School Commit- 
tee. Before he assumed this position 
Mr. Kellar was a building inspector 
in tlte Building Department of New- 
ton. He is a practical carpenter, 
knows building construction and pos- 
sesses executive abtmy. We have 
heard of no complaints regarding ex- 
travagant use of fuel in school build 
Ings in Newton. 

The Building Commissioner of New- 
ttnn, to whom tlte Mayor would shift 
the responsibility of supervising the 
school engineers and janitors, has been 
and is a very busy man. Since li is 
appointment to the position he holds 
Newton has been growing so rapidly 
that he has constantly been compelled 
to ask for more assistants. He lias 
at least enough to do without adding 
the control of school buildings to itis 
other troubles. 

Our idea of un optimist is the dila- 
tory individual who waited until De- 
cember 3Uth before making application 
for his 1928 automobile registration 
plates and then specified "I do not 
want the registration number to ex- 
ceed five figures.” 

Citizens of the United States are not 
heartless. They admire courage. It

the legs are like the body iti internal 
structure.

It is much more like 
a crab; hut lmw it develops from a 
crab-like form is uot yet ascertained.

While the harp Is a Welsh nutiouul 
Inst rumour, it is not recognized as the 
national emblem. The national eiu 
Idem for Wales is the red dragon of 
Cudv iillmler, the last of the Welsh 
kilims This emblem Imd u piucQ hi 
(lie royal anas of Great Britain us 11 
supporter in Hu* reign of King Henry 
VII. but that king, toward the end of 
Ids reign, changed the supporters, 
which were Hie two white lions of 
March, to tlu* Welsh drag *. 11 on the 
dexter side, with l lie white greyhound 
on the sinister. The latter emblem 
was represent alive of either the De 
Bean foils, his own ancestors, or the 
Nevilles, the ancestors of Ids wife, 
both of these families using (lie while 
greyhound as a family badge. In 1523 
Ids soil Henry VIII, used for support 
ci's to ilu* royal arms the golden Ihm 
• hi Ilu* dexter, while (lie red dragon 
of Wales, which his father had used 
on tlu* dexter, lie re!eguled to the sin 
Inter side. These supporters continued 
in use until ilu* accession (in |d(i;i) 
of James VI of Scotland ns J limes I 
of England. James kepi the golden 
Hon on the dexter, hut changed the 
red dragon of Wales on the sinister to 
(lie unicorn, us in Hie royal arms ot 
Scotland- -an emblem of purity.

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City Employees’ Union Hears Views 

Of Officials At Installation 



Mayor and Several Aldermen Speak on Employment Con- 
ditions in Bay State Hall Last Friday Evening 


The officers of the Newton City Em- 
ployees Union were installed at May 
State Hall on Friday evening by Wil- 
liam C. Tirrell or Dorchester, Vice 
President or the State Federation of 
Town and City Employees. Over 100 
members were present and they had 
as their guests Mayor Childs and mem- 
bers of the Newton Hoard of Aider- 
men including Aldermen Maker. Earle. 
Gallagher, Heathcote, Powers, Tem- 
perley and Woodcock. Others of the 
Aldermen Hent letters of regret at be- 
ing unable to attend. 

A. Leslie Moriarty who has been 
president of (he local union of city 
employees for many years, and who is 
chiefly responsible for the creation of 
this local and its success, presided. 
He referred to the laying off on De- 
cember 28 of 108 employees of the 
street, sewer and forestry depart- 
ments. and explained how the “seni- 
ority rule” as enforced by tin* Civil 
Service laws, compels city employees 
to be kept at work according to their 
seniority in length of service. 

Mr. Moriarty introduced as the first 
speaker Alderman William Maker of 
Ward 3. Mr Baker expressed his ap- 
proval of the existence of such an or- 
ganization as the City Employees have, 
stated that good results follow the 
“getting together” of the employees 
and the members of the city govern- 
ment, and Ite promised the men that 
he will render any reasonable assist- 
ance to them in his capacity as a mem- 
ber of tho Board. 

Alderman Edward H. Powers told 
the city employees that he hopes the 
day will come when men who need 
work, and are able and willing to work, 
will not have to suffer periods of 
forced idleness. He stated that he 
will vote for any measure which will 
relieve tho present unemployment sit- 
uation of the city employees and he 
suggested that work on drains and 
other needed improvements be started. 

Alderman John Temperley asserted 
that the enforced idleness of men is 
a permanent economic loss as the time 
tints wasted cannot be made up. Ho 
favors efforts being made to keep the 
employees at work both for their ben- 
efit and tho benefit of the city. Mr. 
Temperly agreed with Mr. Powers 
“that the prevalence today of chain 
grocery stores and markets works to 
the serious disadvantage of working 
men when they are out of work. 

Alderman William E. Earle, intro- 
duced by Mr. Moriarty, "as a friend of 
Newton's city employees” told how 
conditions in Newton have improved 
in late years as regards fewer periods 
of idleness for those who work for the 
city. He referred to the difliculties in 
keeping all the men at work all the 
time, but assured his listeners that his 
committee which deals with public 
works will do whatever it can to get 
the men back to work. 

Alderman Thomas M. Gallagher 
praised the Newton employees for 
their fidelity to their duties, mention- 
ing the hazardous work done by the 
water employees last spring in clean- 
ing the wooden conduit at the grounds 
of the water reservation in Needham. 

Clarence Delano, secretary of the 
Mrookline Town Employees Union told 
of the benefits accorded to the em- 
ployees of that town, lie specilled 
that they receive two weeks annual va-

cation with pay, two weeks sick leave 
each year and timo'off when any Im- 
mediate relative is dead. 

Alderman George Heathcote, intro- 
ducted as one of the best friends of 
the Newton city employees, expressed 
the hope that they will eventually 
receive all the concessions which have 
been made to tho employees of the 
Town of Brookline. 

Mayor Childs was accorded a hearty 
reception by the employees upon being 
presented. Alluding to mayors of 
other cities, who discharge city em- 
ployees who do not vote for them, Mr. 
Childs assured those present “that he 
bad never discharged any employee 
who had seen fit to oppose him at the 
polls and he never will.'' Contrasting 
employment conditions affecting city 
employees In the days before be be- 
came Mayor with those existing in re- 
cent years. Mayor Childs reminded his 
listeners of former years before his 
regime when city employees were idle 
from November 1st until the following 
April. In late years there has been 
little unemployment. The Mayor ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the fact 
that moil are now on the Hoard of 
Aldermen who have faced adversity 
and thus can realize properly the diffl- 
cnlties which laboring men have to 
contend with. 


ANNUAL CHURCH MEETING

Recent inquiries by representatives , 
of the Newton Chamber of Commerce 
have disclosed the fact that the erec- 
tion of the new Xewton Central Post 
Office building in Xewton Centre, to 
lie completed and ready for occupancy 
not later than May 1. is but a part of 
the plan of the United States Post Of- 
fice Department to give the several 
Newton’s an exclusive distribution 
service of its own, more efficient and 
entirely unlike anything in the way 
of mail service that Newton has pre- 
viously known. The completion of the 
new building at Newton Centre will 
be followed by the erection of a new 
Post Office building at Newton cor- 
ner. for which advertisements for bids 
will appear in the immediate future. 
West Newton’s new Post Office on Wal- 
tham street, housed in a separate new 
building and undoubtedly one of the 
most finely appointed offices of its 
size in Metropolitan Boston, was 
thrown open to the public on Tuesday 
of this week and Is now serving the 
people of that community. Extend - i 
and enlarged facilities are contemplat- 
ed in the near future in the postal 
stations at Chestnut Hill and Waban. 
as soon as leases can be readjusted and 
arrangements made for the proposed 
changes and improvements, while the 
postal station at Newton Lower Falls 
has recently been remodeled and re- 
finished. 

Coincident with the occupancy of 
the new central building at Newton 
('♦-ntre, an entirely new and radically 
different system of handling mail mat- 
ter in Xewton will go into effect. T , 
keep Xewton mail in Newton, discon- 
tinuing entirely the present system of 
sending a large amount of Newton 
mail matter into Boston to be sorted 
and bundled at the Back Bay Post 
Office, is the chief purpose of the new 
plan adopted by the Post Office De- 
partment. 

As previously announced, all incom- 
ing mail addressed t<> any ..f the New- 
tons will he delivered at the new cen- 
tral Post Office at Newton Centre, 
where it will he sorted and bundled 
according to the respective carriers 
routes in the respective villages, and 
will he sent to the various post offices 
of the city in a fleet of trucks radiat- 
ing from the new central office at New- 
ton Centre. These may then be racked 
and made ready for delivery in but 
. v minutes by an-, firiei in any 
•tfi.e in the city. , 

It has also been announced that 
st matter will he handled in 
Xewton only at the new office in 
Xewton Centre, its delivery being kept 
entirely out of all other offices and 
• s in Newtoi Parcel pos 
t?r destined for Xewton. or mailed in 
Xewton. will not be sent into the par- 
el post terminal in Boston as at pres- 
ent sometimes to be seriously de 
la yeti during rush periods— but will be 
-ent direct t<» Xewton Centre. Ail par- 
cel post deliveries in Xewton will be 
made by truck from that point. 

Tlie most important announcement 
"f all from the viewpoint of increased 
effi'-iency and expediency in the hand- 
ling of local mail — is the fact that 
letters mailed in Xewton for delivery 
in any of the other Newtons will not 
he taken out of Newti n for sorting 
or handling of any sort. A fleet of 
trucks operating on a frequent sched- 
ule will deliver mail direct from the 


office where it is mailed to the office 
of delivery, letters mailed locally not 
even going to Xewton Centre for sort- 
ing 1 and bundling except those mailed 
after six p. m. Local mail will he 
sorted and bundled at Xewton Centre 
for the first delivery the next morn- 
ing all over Xewton, instead of going 
info the Back Bay station for similar 
handling as at present. 

As pointed out to representatives of 
the Xewton Chamber by Post Office In- 
spector In Charge Park D Colvin, who 
has supervision over the New England 
Districts, and Inspector P7rnest K 
Sharp, who with his assistants has 
devised the new system of handling 
and distributing the malls In Newton, 
one of the greatest advantages of the 
new system is the fact that all Xew- 
ton mail will be handled by Newton 
men. who know Xewton. 

Employes in the Boston post offices 
h.iv*- experienced no little difficulty in 
becoming familiar with all the New- 
tons, while correspondents of Xewton 
people who live without the city have 
even more difficulty in determining 
where one Xewton village begins and 
where the adjoining villages end. It 
ft*-n happens that a letter addressed 
a number on Washington street. 
Xewton, should be sent to Newton- 
ville or West Xewton. that one ad- 
dressed to Beacon street. Newton Cen- 
tre. should be addresesd to Chestnut 
Hill or Waban. or similar conditions 
(!i-cb'sed in connection with other let- 
ters. It is not uncommon for letters to 
be merely addressed to Xewton when 
they are really destined for Waban. 
Auburndale or any of the other New- 
tons This results in many delays 
when mail is handled by postal em- 
ployes not thoroughly familiar with 
village lines and street numbers in 
the city. 

Under the new plan only those re- 
siding in Newton, or permanently em- 
ployed in Newton post offices, will 
handle mail destined for delivery in 
any part of Newton. Mail matter 
originating in thi3 city for delivery 
elsewhere will all be taken to Newton 
Centre where, in the new central of- 
fice. it will be sorted, pouched, and 
despatched : r delivery all over the 
country, instead of being sent into 
Boston for that handling as at pres- 
ent. 

The extensive changes, while radical 
in many ways, will not affect the per 
sonnel of the present Newton offices 
except that some transfers will be 
necessary to Newton Centre, the pres- 
ent plan involving the transfer of two 
clerks from the Newton Corner office, 
two from the Newtonville office, and 
(»ne from West Newton, to the new 
central office. It is expected that the 
personnel in all other local offices will 
remain undisturbed

The Newton-Medford high school 
dual track meet last Saturday on the 
Newton track was won by the orange 
and black runners, by the scant mar- 
gin of a solitary point when, in the 
final event of the day, the relay 
quartet of Romaine and Fowler Cole. 
Captain Malcolm Reed and John Mul- 
len came through with a decisive vic- 
tory over the Medford four. Prior to 
the relay race Medford was leading, 3S 
I to .14, hut the five points for the relay 
j made the final score Newton 19. Med- 
ford 38, to bring to a close one of the 
most thrilling meets in the history of 
scholastic track sport. 

The first event was the 30-yard dash, 
which was run in two heats with the 
first two men qualifying for the final. 
"Bud" Edgerly of Medford captured 
the first heat, with Fowler (’ole of 
Newton second. Romaine Cole led 
Frank White of Medford to the tape 
in the second trial. The four runners 
toed the mark for the final, and 
Edgerly flashed across the line a few 
Inches ahead of Fowler Cole. Romaine 
Cole was a close third. Medford thus 
took the lead from the start, five 
points to four. 

Newton wrested the lead away in the 
next event, the 30-yard hurdles. White 
of Medford won the lirst heat. Ro- 
maine Cole of Newton won the second 
and Edgar Warren of Newton the third 
heat. In the finals Romaine Cole 
came through with a first, as expected, 
but Edgar Warren pulled one of the 
big surprises of the day by heating 
White to the finish for second place, 
putting Newton in the lead 12 points 
to 6. 

The orange and black team increased 
its lead another point when Bob Kin- 
raide leaped 9 feet 9M* inches in the 
broad jump for a first, while White 
and William Clark of Medford took 
second and third. 

The 300-yard run was run in two 
heats, with the three best times taken 
for the point scoring places. In the 
first heat Captain Ed Gaffey of Med- 
ford led Captain Malcolm Reed of New- 
ton all the way. and was clocked in 
37 1-5 seconds, which was fast enough 
to give him first place. Nathan Pear- 
son and Kilburn Adams of Newton 
faced Oliver Borden of Medford in the 
second heat. Pearson breezed home in 
the lead, in 37 3-5 seconds, which gave 
him second place, while Reed took 
third. 

True to expectations, the visitors 
captured both first and second in the 
shot put. when Edward DeLeo of Med- 
ford tossed the 12-pound weight 42 
feet S’a inches, and Gerald Griffin, 
also of Medford, put it 40 feet 1*2 
inches. Creighton Gatchell, Newton’s 
star football player, placed third, with 
a put of 3$ feet 6% inches. The eight 
points Medford picked up in this event 
put them in the lead again. 23 points 
to 22 for Newton. 

Newton was assured of at least five 
points when a field of nine starters 
toed the mark in the 1000-yard run. 
Jimmie McCrudden, who is probably 
one of the two best schoolboy runners 
at this distance in the state, led tin* 
field all the way. and was never forced 
to extend himself.

Twelve men were in the field of 
I starters in the tin" yard run. which was 
run in two heats, six to a heat, with 
ill • thr< best t imes taken. Dick Re 
nolds. Arthur Chamberlain and Fro 
Burton tried valiantly to beat tin* 
Medford runners home, hut when the 
times were all in it was found that 
tiie visitors had scored a sweep of the 
event, to put them In the lead by four 
points. Frank Molea was first, in the 
excellent time of 1 minute 21 4-5 sec- 
onds. Harry Wright and Robert An- 
drews placed second and third. 

The Newton relay team came to the 
mark with grim determination to win 
or die written on their faces. Ro- 
maine Cole led off for the locals 
against Bud Edgerly of Medford. 
Cole beat his opponent to the first 
hank and was never headed. Coming 
off the last turn on the first lap Ed- 
gerly attempted to pass Cole.

EDITORIAL 

Few men have made such an envia- 
ble record on the life of a community, 
as did the late Neman! Early. Always 
interested in civic affairs ho labored 
long and faithfully ns well as efficient- 
ly as a member of our city govern- 
ment. as an important official of the 
Newton Savings Bank and as a trus- 
tee of the Newton Hospital. Possibly 
his greatest service was as a member 
of the Massachusetts Legislature, 
where he had an important part in 
the reorganization of the state depart- 
ments. His sound common sense, his 
fearlessness of political disfavor and 
his sturdy personality were factors 
which made him one of the leaders in , 
the Legislature.

Mayor Childs sayH, "I extend to you 
and to all whom wo represent my 
best wishes 'for happiness and pros- 
perity through 1928.” 

IIore’H hoping the Mayor gets his 
wish. 

No doubt Is was news to a great 
many to learn from the Mayor’s in- 
augural address that Newton is ap- 
proaching her 300th birthday, "which 
comes in 1930,” to quote His Honor. 

Now the question is "Are we going 
to celebrate it with a birthday party 
and have plenty of Ice cream and 
cake." The Mayor advises, "It would 
he well to begin to put Into first class 
condition what we already have, and 
I suggest that we apply ouselves to 
that task with the same energy with 
which we undertake new construc- 
tion.” 

I take It from that he expects us to 
have things looking as well as they 
can. But every householder who gives 
a birthday party does that anyway. 
Did you ever know of such a celebra- 
tion that was not preceded by a 
thorough going over from top to bot- 
tom? Floors are cleaned, the win- 
dow draperies are freshly laundered, 
the rugs scoured, windows washed and 
the whole place is made as attractive 
as possible. 

Still, the hpst doesn’t end things 
there. He plans something for the en- 
tertainment or at least the edifica- 
tion of Ills guests. I don't expect any- 
thing undignified or anything very 
costly, but I think it reasonable to 
look forward to some kind of a pub 
lie recognition of the event in addi 
tion to tidying-up the place. 

Is the Mayor going to recommend 
the appointment of a special commit- 
tee to prepare some kind of a pro 
gram or may we expect His Honor and 
the Board of Aldermen to make ar- 
rangements for a suitable recognition 
of the occasion themselves? 

Incidentally, I should like to say that 
the whole city should be included. If 
I was asked I should advise that a 
demonstration of what we have done 
as a city or what we are doing would 
be Interesting. I think that the com- 
mercial side should have its part, 
though I would not emphasize that 
any more than the civic and the his- 
torical. 

Why not a display of the progressive 
spirit of our city as shown by its play- 
grounds, schools, its conduct of de- 
partments at City Hall, including the 
fire and police? This, with a compre- 
hensive reference to the historical 
significance of the event and to the 
commercial development as well would 
not be costly. In fact, I should put it 
up to the patriotism of the citizens 
rather than the city treasury. Or- 
ganizations, fraternal, social and other- 
wise might well arrange celebrations 
which could he co-ordinated by a gen- 
eral committee, the expense to be 
borne by the separate groups. 

I am not in favor of squandering 
public funds, but I would like to see 
Newton make the celebration of its 
300th birthday a worthy and memor- 
able event. If attempted by the united 
effort of citizens in all villages it is 
certain to command greater inter- 
est and enthusiasm as well as suc- 
cess. 


After all there is nothing like pub- 
lic opinion to bring about a proper 
settlement of local affairs The Coun- 
cil, through its committee, learned the 
facts of the proposed plan and laid 
them before our citizens. That, in my 
opinion, was a genuine public serv- 
ice. i take it that the Council was 
organized in the interest of the public 
good and that this achievement Is 
but part of its program. 

Now I wonder how the Council 
would feel about tackling another and 
perhaps a more difficult task. After 
what it has done in this matter of the 
postofilce I am beginning to think 
that the Council is one of the best 
bets in getting things done in New- 
ton.

We are hearing and shall hear 
lot of talk about changes in the build- 
ing laws. I sympathize with those 
who do not want to see a great num 
her of apartment houses in the city, 
partly because Newton will loose its 
individuality and partly because there 
is no particular economic advantage 
to be derived. 

Still, there are Newton residents 
who have made this their home tor 
years and who find that a single house 
is too much of a care for two people, 
even with servants. These people 
including some of our best known and 
best loved fellow citizens, would like 
small housekeeping accommodations 
right in their own city. 

I think that one of the highest trib- 
utes that comes to our city is the dis- 
inclination of older residents to move 
to some other place And yet it can 
not be avoided. How often have you 
heard the following 

"You know there are only two of 
us now. The children are married 
and have their own homes. We would 
like to keep this house, but it is far too 
large for two people and too great a 
care. Then there is the problem of 
help. If we could get a small apart- 
ment in Newton we would like to go to 
' heusekeeping here, but we can't. As 
much as we want to stay in Newton 
we’ve got to go to Boston or Brook- 
line or Cambridge." 

Every reader knows this is no ex- 
aggeration; that hundreds and hun- 
dreds of people have been confronted 
with this identical situation. There 
must be a solution, but where is it 
to be found? 

It may be argued that the Board of 
Aldermen should change the building 
laws. With no intended criticism of 
that body I should say that this would 
be merely handing them more work. 
It may be that they will be called up- 
on to make the final decision, but why 
not spare them the trouble of a pre- 
liminary investigation. 

Suppose the Newton Central Coun- 
cil takes a look into this subject? 
They could gather data and informa- 
tion for the benefit of the Board of 
Aldermen and not only save that au- 
gust body considerable time hut out-

Advices have come to me privately 
from postofilce officials that we as 
Newton citizens are going to like the 
new method of handling the mails 
which is going into effect this Spring.

I hope their optimism is 
justified and am willing to accept the 
sixty-days’ trial as suggested by Post- 
master Baker. 

The officials who have given me 
their views have pointed out some- 
thing that I am sure will interest read- 
>rs of this column. They say that we 
ire handicapped because there is a 
village called Newton with a city of 
*he same name. That is. somebody in 
Chicago knows that person to whom 
he wishes to send a letter resides in 
Newton. The sender does not take 
’lie trouble to find out whether It may 
he Newtonville, Newton Centre or 
Newton Highlands or which of our 
several villages. The result is that 
with just "Newton" on the envelope n 
letter for Newton Lower Falls or 
any other village lands at the Newton 
“Corner” postoffice from which it has 
to he forwarded to its proper destina- 
tion. All this means a delay. 

Tlie plan that we are offered will 
relieve this very serious obstacle in a 
large measure, I am told. The men 
who do the sorting at the Newton 
Centre postnffifm for the entire efty 
will know that Page road is in New- 
ton ville and send the letter to New- 
tonville, although the address may he 
"Page road. Newton." Now that is 
something to be grnteful for, in my 
opinion. 

Incidentally, those who have been 
kind enough to enlighten me assure 
me I have no idea of the vast amount 
of mail that comes to Newton “Corner" 
with the street and number of some 
other village. We are not like Brook- 
line or Gloucester or any municipality 
where there is one name to cover 
everything, and because we are not we 
are penalized by delays. Other er- 
rors line to Improperly addressed mail 
matter will he corrected by a com- 
petent staff assigned to that work 
alone.

Remembrance at Annual Banquet 

Members of Last Year's Aldermanic Board Honor Re- 
tired Alderman From Ward 1 With 
Gift of Watch 


The members of the 1927 Hoard of 
Aldermen of Newton held a farewell 
party and banquet at the Charles River 
Country Club on Thursday evening, 
January 12. They had as their guests 
Mayor Childs and City Clerk Grnnt. 
Alderman Thomas M. Gallagher acted 
as master of ceremonies and each of 
tho retiring aldermen was called upon 
for remarks. Those responding were 
Aldermen Wakefield, Leahy, Hodgdon, 
deMille and Hinckley, all of whom 
responded In a happy vein. Alder- 
man Hodgdon was quite frank and 
In a good-natured manner told all 
present of the flaws in their legisla- 
tive careers, as he had observed them. 

In behalf of those who had been 
associated with him on the Board of 
Aldermen, President Sinclair Weeks 
presented a valuable gold watch to 
retiring Alderman John Madden of 
Ward 1. Mr. Weeks saiu: 

"During the five years in which I 
have served as a member of this 
Hoard and attended these annual din- 
ners, I have seen a great many Alder- 
men take their departure from our 
midst. Some of them, for one reason 
or another, have occupied more im- 
portant places in the picture than 
have their fellow members, but one 
and all they have, during their trick 
at the wheel, worked conscientiously 
and faithfully in the interests of the 
people of this city. 

"Tonight we say farewell to our 
good friend from Ward 1, John C.

Mr. Madden, upon receiving the gift, 
was speechless with surprise, but he 
finally managed to respond and said: 

"I cannot find words to thank you 
for this timely expression of your 
confidence and good will. It certainly 
was a surprise to me, and I congratu- 
late the members who brought that 
part of this evening’s program to such 
a successful conclusion. 

"It is a testimonial of the spirit of 
fair play and broadminded policy of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen. That 
may be illustrated by a little incident 
that occurred some two weeks before 
I was first elected to the Board in 1918 
when the then Alderman Forknall 
called at my house and informed me 
that I had received the indorsement 
of both parties, and among other 
things remarked, ‘We never play poli- 
tics at City Hall.’

I came here tonight to express my 
apreciation of the honor and privi- 
lege of serving so long i nthe Board, 
and to thank you for the many cour- 
tesies extended, and to show my grati- 
tude to this and last year’s Board for 
the further honor of electing me vice- 
president, but I am overwhelmed by 
this added evidence or your good will, 
and I can simply say thank you.”

The most important feature of the 
unnual meeting of Central Church, 
which occurred Jan. 12, was the an- 
nouncement of a gift of extraordinary 
generosity to this organization, offered 
under certain conditions by Mr. Hor- 
ace W. Orr. A statement In regard to 
this offer was made by the pastor, 
Rev. Dr. Arthur M. Ellis. Mr. Orr of- 
fers to give $20,000 to the church for 
the purpose of deepening the chancel 
and for the re-decoratlng the auditor- 
ium, on condition that the church shall 
raise an equal amount to Improve the 
auditorium and the quarters used by 
the church school. It Is desired to en- 
large the chancel In order to provide 
space for a larger chorus choir, with 
permanent seats for the singers. The 
gift is offered as a memorial to the late 
Mrs. Orr, who was a devoted member 
of the church nnd much Interested In 
all Its activities. 

Brief remarks were made by several 
members, and It was voted to accept 
this offer with gratitude, and to ap- 
point the necessary committees to ob- 
tain the needed funds and accomplish 
the results outlined above. 

About 250 people sat down to an ex- 
cellent turkey dinner, and after the 
meeting had been called to order by 
Mr. Wallace C. Boyden, moderator, 
there was a pleasing ceremony of 
recognition of the services of four 
members who by their efforts in vari- 
ous positions have contributed very 
generously to the welfare of the 
church. Substantial gifts of money 
were mnde in each case. Mr. C. W. 
Davidson made the presentation to Mr. 
Albert M. Lyon in appreciation of his 
fourteen years’ service as moderator 
He referred to the wisdom and fair 
ness with which Mr. Lyon had pre 
sided over the deliberations of the so- 
ciety, and tho effect of his influence to 
preserve harmony in the organization. 
Mr. H. P. Patey made the presenta- 
tion to Mr. Boyden in recognition of 
his service as clerk for thirty years, 
and to Mrs. Boyden. for twenty-five 
years superintendent of the junior de- 
partment of the church school. Mr. 
Patey referred to Mr. Boyden as one 
of the pillars of tho church, and ex- 
pressed the gratitude which t lie en- 
tire church feels for the extraordinary 
thoroughness with which Mrs. Boyden 
for so many years performed this 
onerous duty. lie then paid a glowing 
tribute to Mrs. Bovden’s personal influ- 
ence in the church school nnd tho suc- 
cess she had had in impressing the 
children with the truths of religion.

The Newton High School track team 
scored a decisive victory over the Bos- 
ton College High School runners last 
Saturday afternoon on the Newton 
High track by a score of 57 1-3 to 
19 2-3. Newton made slams in the 
low hurdles. 300-yard run and the 
standing broad jump. The visitors in 
winning first places In the dash and 
the shotput and winning the relay with 
a few points picked up In the vari- 
ous other events scored more points 
than in all of their meets last season. 
In many events Coach Enoch of the 
Newton team did not enter his best 
athletes. 

The outstanding features of the 
meet were furnished by two promi- 
nent Newton athletes. Captain Mal- 
colm Reed and Creighton Gatchell. 
The latter has been improving rapidly 
in the shotput and during the practice 
sessions of the week had heaved the 
elghtpound weight over 40 feet for his 
first experience. In competition with 
George O’Neil of B. C. High in the 
meet one of his final tries measured 
42 feet u inch for second place. This 
put was but 5 1 s* inches behind O’Neil's 
and assures Newton of added strength 
in this event In the later meets. 

When the call for the 600-yard run 
was made Gatchell asked the Newton 
mentor for permission to run. 

Inasmuch as the team had lost two 
of its best men in this event with the 
recent announcement of marks the 
Newton coach gave his consent. He 
also switched Captain Mai Reed from 
the 300-yard run to the 600 and the 
pair were Newton’s entries in the first 
heat. The race was in two heats with 
the three best times to he taken for 
the division of points. In the heat with 
Reed and Gatchell was Donahue, B. C. 
High’s best man, and two others. 
Donahue took the lead but on the next 
to the last lap Reed jumped him and 
finished in first place. Gatchell, who 
had never done any training for a race 
of this nature was in the second row 
at the start and trailed along in the 
rear for :t few laps. He then passed 
two of the visiting runners and In a 
driving finish nearly caught Donahue 
at the tape. Reed’s time was 1 min. 
22 2-5 sec and Gatchell's l min. 25 3-5 
sec. To the surprise of everybody in 
attendance Gatchell's time was better 
than the first man in the second heat 
so that the final result was the result 
of the first heat. With two men mak- 
ing fair t.me In the 600-yard run with 
but little previous training for this 
distance Newton now lias a team that 
is capable of scoring in practically 
every event on the program. Before 
the season is over it would not be 
surprising to see t lie state title come 
to the wearers of the orange and 
black.

Tho Chrintman work done by the 
Newton Welfare Bureau during tho re- 
cent Holiday SeaHon was most natiB- 
factory and worth-while becauHe of the 
unuaually large number of homes In- 
to which they were able to bring 
Christmas cheer. Everybody wan moat 
generous. 

$138 wns given to the Bureau to 
help spread Merry Christmas through- 
out the City of Newton. 98 families 
received Christmas dinners; 91 gifts 
of new warm underwear were made; 
412 children received toys; 8 families 
received gifts of coal; 73 children were 
invited to Christmas parties, the invi- 
tations coming through the Bureau. 

There were, of course, many people 
who helped spread this large amount 
of Christmas spirit. It was done in 
several ways. Certain organizations, 
churches, and persons assumed full 
responsibility for the whole Christmas 
of Individual families giving a tree, 
dinner, gifts for each member of the 
family, iu some Instances also giving 
coal. Others, who did not attend to 
details first hand, gave the Bureau 
money which was spent In providing 
for families not already taken care of. 
Four groups gave the Christmas par- 
ties to which 73 children were invited 
— the Newtonville Woman’s Club. 
West Newton Women’s Educational 
Club, West Newton Community Serv- 
ice Club, and Newton Centre Unitarian 
Society. Some of the Girl Scouts as 
slsted In the packing of the toys, and 
this was of course a great help be- 
cause it means a great deal of time 
and effort. The Rotary Club as usual 
gave great assistance in collecting the 
toys from the schools In Newton and 
delivering them all over the city to 
the families. Mr. Archibald Osgood 
of the Garden City Laundry, through 
the Rotary Club, offered the use of a 
truck and the services of two men to 
do this work. How well such giving 
at Christmas expresses the true Christ- 
mas Spirit, especially when nowadays 
we hear so much about “useless giv- 
ing"! 

All the families to whom dinners 
were given were first checked up In 
the Clearing House of the Newton 
Central Council. This prevented one 
family from receiving several dinners 
while others received none. 

The following groups and individuals 
either planned Christmas for the fam- 
ilies themselves or gave money that 
enabled the Newton Welfare Bureau 
to do the work, and it is to them that 
the Newton Welfare Bureau and the 
families are deeply indebted.

Here girls from almost 
every country In the world who seek 
admission to this country have entrust- 
ed their matrimonial affairs to her 
capable hands. Knowing 7 languages 
enables Miss Forsberg to listen to their 
stories nnd help them with their prob- 
lems. She locates missing bride- 
grooms. buys trousseaus and wedding 
rings and arranges suitable ceremonies 
at the Immigrants’ Home. Every girl 
landing on our shores Is safeguarded 
iu every way so tluit no reflection can 
be cost upon her morals As far as 
Miss Forsberg knows, only a couple of 
these immigrant tnarrlnges have failed 
to bo lasting. 

Owing to the illness of the Rev. Ray- 
mond Lang, who had been announced 
to lecture on “An Ideal American Sol 
dier in Peace Time," the Rev. Dr 
Percy T. Edrop, rector of All Saints 
Church In Belmont, was Introduced as 
tho chief speaker of the afternoon. Dr. 
Edrop Is an ex-service man and a most 
Interesting nnd pleasant speaker and 
told much that was worth while about 
conditions In the United States at the 
present time. 


The week of January 15th has been 
observed by Girl Scout troops of New- 
ton as well as the rest of the United 
States as Juliet Lowe Memorial Week. 
At each troop meeting contributions 
were made to the Juliet Lowe Me- 
morial Fund, which will he used to 
promote Girl Scouting and Girl Guid- 
ing throughout the world. Each patrol 
in each troop told about some In- 
teresting thing that she has learned 
of the life of Mrs. Lowe, and each 
Captain talked to her troop for a 
few minutes about the life, ideals and 
accomplishments of their Founder. 

Mrs. Lowe was a native of Savan- 
nah, Georgia. In 1886 she was mar 
ried to an Englishman, William Lowe 
of Warwickshire, England. During 
the years that she lived In England, 
she became very friendly with Sir 
Robert Baden-Powell and his wife, the 
founders of Boy Scouting and Girl 
Guiding In England. On her return to 
this country in 1912 she formed the 
first troop of Girl Scouts in America, 
at her home In Savannah. At that 
time she said that she would die hap- 
py if the organization grew to num- 
ber 5000 girls. At the time of her 
death on January 18. 1927, there were 
over 150,000 Girl Scouts in the Unit- 
ed States and more than 12.000 in 
Massachusetts alone. 

To her was given, before sue died, 
the fulfillment of her heart’s desire. 
For years she had dreamed of an In- 
ternational Sisterhood held together 
by the bond of Girl Scouting. When 
the International Conference of Girl 
Scout and Girl Guide Leaders gath 
ered in American from all corners of 
the earth In the Spring of 1926, her 
dream was fulfilled. That this ful- 
fillment of her dream may never he 
lost the Girl Scouts of the United 
States are establishing this fund in 
her memory to carry on the work of 
the International Girl Scout move- 
ment.

The sixth measure amends the 
law to protect, automobile owners 
against unlawful takings regardless of ■ 
the technicality <• f whether the car is 
operated on a public way or not.

It’s been a long time sine 
read a better inaugural address than 
hat of Pres. Harold Moore of the 
Newton Business Associates. I am 
glad the Graphic printed it. hut I am 
not surprised, as It was brief, snappy 
and very much to the point.

The writer 
states they are needed to illuminate 
“blind spots which have been entirely 
iinlighted every night after the vari 
ous gasoline station lights have been 
turned off 

As far as I can observe this is an 
admission t lint t lie filling stations 
have helped furnish the much needed 
lUuininaMon for our thoroughfares. 
They should at least receive credit fo 
It. sine** Newton Is almost universally 
known as one of the most poorly 
lighted cities in the country.

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NEWTON’S 300THANIVERSARY 

History Reveals That First Permanent Settler Came Here 
In 1639 — City Hall Can Be Delayed 
Until Then 


Mayor Childs in his inaugural ad- 
dress recommended tliut the building 
of a now city hnll may well bo post- 
poned for several years until other 
much needed improvements and public 
wants will havo been obtained. Ho 
mentioned more schools and better 
streets us tilings which should he at- 
tended to before an expensive new 
city hall will have been built. 

In one of his recent inaugurul ad- 
dresses Mayor Childs had recommend- 
ed that Newton build a new city hall 
which would be completed in time 
for the 300th anniversary of the found- 
ing of Newton in 1930. Mayor Childs 
showed good judgment in changing 
his mind on this matter. Newton needs 
a new city hall but it does not need 
one so much as it needs other things, 
as the Mayor said. 

In all probability the Mayor based 
Ills reference to a tercentary celebra- 
tion of tho founding of Newton in 
1930 on the fact that the official seal 
of tho City of Newton states that this 
community was founded in 1030. Ac- 
cording to tho best authorities on the 
history of Newton, the official seal is 
quite incorrect as regards the found- 
ing of this place. Boston was founded 
in 1630, ten years after tho Pilgrims 
came across the Atlantic. Cambridge, 
of which Nowton is an offshoot was 
not settled until 1631, and this place 
saw its first permanent settler in 1639, 
its first church in 1664, and it was 
separated from Cambridge and organ- 
ized as the separate town of Newton 
in 1679. Cambridge was originally 
called New Town by its first English 
settlers and in 1632 it was surrounded 
by a palisade enclosing about 1000 
acres of land, thus making It a forti- 
fied settlement. 

In 1634 the residents of the then 
New Town found themselves in such 
straits because of lack of sufficient 
meadow land that they petitioned the 
General Court either for the right to 
remove to another site or to enlarge 
their holdings. In accordance with 
this petition they were given large 
grants of land to the north and south 
of their settlement. The lands on the 
south side of Charles River included 
nearly all of what later became Brigh- 
ton and Newton. In 1638 when Har- 
vard College was founded, the General 
Court authorized that the then New 
Town be called Cambridge in honor of 
the old university city in England. Tho 
tract of territory on the south side of 
the Charles, which had been granted 
in 1634 to the settlers of New Town 
was first known as “the south side 
of Charles River,” or by its Indian 
name. “Nonantum.” About 1654, when 
religious meetings commenced to lie 
regularly held in the territory south 
of the Charles, the name “Cambridge 
Village” was applied to that section. 
In 1679 when the settlement south of 
the Charles was separated from Cam- 
bridge. by common practice it became 
known as New Cambridge. Some of 
the inhabitants did not care for this 
designation and in 1691 a petition was 
presented to the General Court which 
resulted in New Cambridge being re- 
named New Town. Later the name was 
altered by common usage to one word 

Newtown, and in 1766 when Judge 
Fuller became town clerk, upon his 
own initiative, and without authority, 
he commenced to spell the name of 
the town “Newton.” Judge Fuller did 
not make this change to honor the 
man who gained lasting fame by 
watching an apple fall. The old town 
clerk shortened the real, official name 
of this place just to save a little time, 
and perhaps ink. His action was con- 
doned by his fellow Newtownians of 
that time because they too had pro- 
nounced the name Newton rather than 
Newtown. One does not have to open 
one’s jaw so wide to say “ton” as one 
does to say “town.” And in those days 
it was a common habit to chew to- 
bacco. 

In Its early days Newton was bound- 
ed largely by the Charles River. But 
Watertown, which was founded one 
year earlier than the first New Town, 
or Cambridge, while it agreed to the 
granting of the territory south of the 
Charles River to its neighbor, insisting 
on retaining a strip of land south of 
the Charles River 200 rods long and 
60 rods wide. The first settlers of Wa- 
tertown built fish weirs along near 
where the Galen street bridge and the 
dam now stand. The tidal waters in 
those days ran beyond Watertown and 
large schools of alewives came up to 
enter fresh water in the spawning 
season. The fish found this fresh wa- 
ter where Hyde Rrook enters near 
the foot of Nonantuin Place, and where 
Smelt Brook enters west of the pres- 
ent location of Galen street bridge. 
Smelt Brook is now known as Cold 
Spring and Laundry Brook. 

In recent years Newton has become 
Boston’s most attractive suburb. Land 
here brings higher figures than in 
neighboring communities. Some per- 
sons in late years have purchased 
land or properties just over the line 
in Watertown or Brighton and later 
were quite disappointed to learn that 
their newly acquired property was not 
in Newton, as they had supposed. But 
in 1844 some persons then residing in 
Newton thought so little of the place 
that they started to petition the Gen- 
eral Court to set off the northwest cor- 
ner of the town, known as the Chem- 
ical Works, and join it to Waltham. 
The Waltham Bleachery had been 
built some years before, as well as the 
Waltham Manufacturing Company, 
this country’s first large cotton mill. 
Then, around 1844 the Fitchburg rail 
road was built, and the inhabitants of 
that part of Nowton, whose business 
interests were in Waltham, and who, 
having access to tho new railroad, de- 
sired to be freed from helping main- 
tain the roads of Newton, started to 
work for separation from tho latter 
town. They persisted and in 1849 
were successful. So, Newton lost 
about 600 acres of land on which later 
was located tho huge watch factory 
uml other big manufacturing plants. 
Since that time the boundaries of New- 
ton have not changed but the char- 
acter of Newton lias. The least changes 
have, occurred in Upper Falls and 
Lower Falls, whiuli now, as then, uro 
largely devoted to manufacturing, al- 


though some of tho old mills at Low- 
er Falls havo ceased to operate and 
the big shops, now largely Idle, at Up 
por Falls, were built. But the other 
seclions of Newton have evolved from 
little rural villages to thickly popu- 
lated residential suburbs adorned by 
magnificent homes and attractive es- 
tates. 

But, the fact remains that the 300th 
anniversary of Newton should not be 
held in 1930 even though tho seal of 
this city states that Newton was found- 
ed in 1630. According to authentic 
records Newton was founded In 1639. 
Before that year its only inhabitants 
were Indians. So, Newton’s 300th an- 
niversary should not be observed until 
• 939 and the people of this city have 
jlcven years in which to complete a 
new city hall for this big event. 


N. C. SCHOOL ASSOCIATION 

The second open meeting of the 
Nowton Centre School Association 
held Wednesday afternoon, January 
18th, in Mason School Hall, was one 
of the most successful in the history 
of the organization, both from the 
point of numbers and interest of the 
audience. 

After the president, Mrs. Wm. H. 
Raye, opened the meeting Mrs. Ryther 
and her two daughters, pupils at the 
high school, gave several enjoyable 
selections for pl*\n 0 , violin and cello. 
Business reports occupied a very short 
time, and were followed by a brief 
outline by Mrs. Kuntz, of the Posture 
work recently inaugurated in our 
Newton Schools A High School pu- 
pil demonstrated a few of the correc- 
tive exercises that are being given to 
all children who need them. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
then introduced. Mrs. T. Grafton Ab- 
bott of Winches* or, president of the 
Boston Branch of University Women, 
a member of the Judge Baker Founda- 
tion for Psychological Research, gave 
a most interesting and stimulating 
talk on “Treatment of Problem Par- 
ents.” She said this lecture was the 
direct outgrowth of one on Problem 
Children, because of the numerous 
questions her previous lecture had in- 
spired. 

Parents, she said, often do not fol- 
low completed directions given by a 
doctor on their children’s physical 
condition once th*»y seem to be better, 
and are frequently not even concerned 
with the more subtle and dangerous 
mental and psychological problems, 
which should be taken to a specialist 
along those lines. She gave definite 
reasons why parents often do not un- 
derstand their own children. She em- 
phasized the fact that every child de- 
sires recognition, and that as a result 
parents, not wanting to spoil a child, 
neglect to give credit to a naturally 
good child where real credit is due, 
and do not realize how much pa 
tience and sympathy and often praise, 
are needed. 

Mrs. Abbott blrmes the parents for 
being responsible for much that is 
wrong in child behavior, and cited 
cases of the following types of par- 
ents giving examples in each case. 

Ignorant parents— tragic indeed 
were the lives of their children. 

Nervous paren*s, where boys were 
denied “Scouts,” and where actual 
disorders were caused by a brother's 
over-solicitude. 

Parents too absorbed in their own 
interests to see those of the child. 

Parents who fall to give adequate 
sex instruction. 

Parents who are erratic in their 
discipline, sometimes too severe, 
sometimes too indulgent. 

Mothers who nag. whose whims gov- 
ern their actions 

Incompatible parents where the re- 
sulting friction has serious results on 
the child's mind and heart. 

A plea was made that punishment 
inflicted should fit the crime, and 
never be done in anger, and the au- 
dience was told that there was dan- 
ger from too high standards as well 
as too low because it is wrong to 
force a boy or girl into college who 
has not the emotional stability as 
well ns the mental ability necessary 
to undertake a college course today. 

Tho domineering type of parent has 
much to be responsible for in taking 
away a child’s natural initiative, and 
inviting rebellion against authority. 

A few of Mrs. Abbott’s words of 
advice were, Never to mention a 
child’s fault in front of others — it 
starts a dreaded “inferiority complex,” 
never to minimise a child’s assets or 
make comparisons. Every parent 
should know his child, his compan- 
ions, interests, the books he reads and 
above all she pleaded that parents be 
reasonable in what is demanded of a 
child. It is often wise to overlook 
much and never show him off as it is 
apt to produce nervousness. 

Our speaker ended by advising all 
brothers to have a hobby a “great 
dominating interest” as they grow 
older, to compensate them for the loss 
of the interest of their children’s early 
absorbing years. They must help the 
children now and always overcome 
their faults and just as carefully help 
them develop their native talents for 
"being a parent is the greatest job 
on earth.”

Every original 
t id includes not only the tricks in one's 
own hand but also the three t ricks part- 
ner is exjKHrtcd to hol.i Every sound 
original bid, therefore, i- a bid to take 
the number of tricks bid with twenty- 
six cards, not thirteen. All succeeding 
bids should ai.-J follow this principle 
and endeavor to get the best results 
from twenty-six rather than thirteen 
cards.

ARTICLE No. 34 


It is pretty generally understood that 
a player should not assist his partner’s 
suit bid without the probability of at 
least three tricks with that suit as 
trump. This convention is a very wise 
one and should be closely followed, but 
certain exceptions should be carefully 
noted and understood. It your partner 
rebids his suit, either before you have 
a chance to bid or after you have passed, 
you are justified in giving him a raise 
with but the probability of two tricks. 
If he rebids twice, you can raise with 
but one trick The following hand was 
played in a duplicate game the other 
flight and is a good illustration of the 
principle:

WANT MORE PAY 

Employees of the Middlesex Ac Bos- 
ton Street Railway Company on Friday 
voted almost unanimously to submit 
to an arbitration board the question of 
their demand for more wages. The 
former wage agreement between the 
Middlesex & Boston and its employees 
erminated on Decent bu* 31st: the com- 
pany offered to renew t ho old contract. 
The employees refused to accept this 
offer, asking an increase which will 
bring their wages up to those received 
by employees of the Boston Elevated. 
The wages of the M. & B. employees 
are 58 cents an hour for men on two- 
man cars and 63 cents an hour for 
men on one-man cars or buses. For 
similar work the Boston Elevated em- 
ployees receive 72* 2 cents and 84 Vi 
cents an hour. 

The Middlesex Ac Boston because of 
the big expense of chaining from elec- 
tric cars to buses claims that its finan- 
cial condition will not permit the pay- 
ment of the wages which the men 
asked. The employees refused to ac- 
cept the contention of t lie company 
and took the vote on Friday to resort 
to arbitration in order to endeavor to 
obtain their demands. The men voted 
at the various division headquarters 
in Auburndale. Waltham, Hopkiuton, 
Lexington and Natick. They notified 
the M. At B. that James H. Valley of 
Watertown has been selected as their 
arbitrator. The M. & B. will probably 
lie represented by Pitt Drew and a 
third arbitrator will he selected who 
will be acceptable to both the M. Ar B 
and the employees.

JUDGED BY RESULTS 

Alarmed at the spread of pagan 
philosophies in America and insisting 
that every church should assume a nu- 
merical quota of converts to Christian- 
ity, W. C. Coleman of Wichita. Kansas, 
president of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. on January eleven addressed 
the st:: | Newton 

Theological Institution at a special as 
semblv in the Chapel. 

"There must be no fundamentalism 
in methods or forms of evangelism." 
declared Mr. Coleman. “In the Church, 
as in business, success is judged by re- 
sults. Therefore, we must adopt the 
methods that bring results under pres- 
ent-day conditions. This nation is half 
slave to the false philosophies of pa- 
ganism. based on selfishness, and the 
great task of the Church is to go out 
and get converts to Christianity, which 
means service to others. Every church 
should assume its evangelistic quota: 
for example, one convert per day. Such 
results can be achieved if the inymen 
will themselves go out after new mem- 
bers.”

“They are kept filled with prepared 
sand.” it is explained, “and are ueed 
hy many senators today, who continue 
to shake the sand over n freshly writ- 
ten page to dry the ink, in preference 
to using blotting-paper.”

I>. is 
sometimes conferred as a third degree, 
in line with LL. B. nnd LL. M.. with 
work in law schools. D. C. L. is more 
often conferred in this way.

ALDERMEN MEET 


It most of the meetings held by 
the 1928 Board o’ Aldermen will ho 
ns short as the meeting held last Mon- 
day night, the present Board will not 
burn much midnight oil (or electric- 
it v ) at City Hall. The meeting, which 
did not start until 8:30, was over at 
9:15. A considerable number of city 
employees who have been idle since 
they were laid off on December 28, 
wore in tlio gallery, expecting that tho 
aldermen would take some measure 
to afford relief for them. The only 
action taken by the Board which 
would enable some of the city labor- 
ers to get back to work was the ap- 
propriation of $2346 for the building 
of a drain on land near the John Ward 
School. The land in tho vicinity of 
tills new school is of a clay formation 
and water has started to seep into the 
basement of the building. The drain 
will relieve this situation. The con- 
struction of this drain will give work 
to twelve laborers; 108 men were laid 
off on December 28, nearly all of 
whom have been idle sinco. 

Hearings were held on tho petitions 
of the Edison Company for pole loca- 
tions on Lewis terrace, Auburndale 
avenue, Dolphin road and Winslow 
road, and from the Telephone Com- 
pany for pole locations on Waldorf 
and Manet roads. Robert J. Curran 
objected to the proposed pole location 
on Manet road, and a representative 
of the Telephone Company explained 
that some plan was being contempla- 
ted which would satisfy Mr. Curran. 

Permits were granted for forty new 
private garages, most of which will 
lie built in conjunction with the 
scores of new residences being erect- 
ed in this city. 

The Franchises and Licenses Com- 
mittee recommended that leave to 
withdraw be given on the petition of 
tin Woodland Golf Club for a permit 
to alter the old gasometer building at 
1932 Washington street into a 12-car 
garage. Alderman Pratt inquired 
why the committee had reported ad- 
versely on this petition. Chairman 
Hawkins of the Committee explained 
that “this old building hud been used 
by the gas company for non-conform- 
ing use but that toe gas company 
having discontinued using the build- 
ing, the committee did not believe 
that it would be justified or pos- 
sessed of the legal right to authorize 
the use of the structure for an entire- 
ly different use for non-conforming 
purposes. “The building, which is 
located in an attractive residential 
district, is no aser-t to the neighbor- 
hood because of its appearance, and to 
allow it to lie converted into a garage 
would only tend to keep this eyesore 
as a permanent disfigurement to a 
fine residential locality.” 

The committee also recommended 
that “leave to withdraw” be given the 
petition of th Watertown Upholstery 
Company for a license to sell second- 
hand furniture it 9G7 Washington 
street, Newtonville. Alderman Earle 
commented that “it would not be nec- 
essary for tliis concern to get a li- 
cense. It could follow the example of 
dealer in secondhand furniture 
at Newton Corner, who conducts 
such a business despite t he fact he 
was refused a license.” Chairman 
Hawkins replied that “the matter re- 
ferred to hy Alderman Earle should 
lie attended to by the police, not t he 
aldermen.” 

Chairman Baker of t lie Legislative 
Committee reported to the Board con- 
cerning certain petitions which will 
lie presented to t he Legislature hy his 
committee. One asks that the Metro- 
politan Parkway lie extended from 
South street in Brookline towards 
Hammond Woods at Chestnut Hill 
and continuing along to Common- 
wealth avenue near Grant avenue; 
another calls for the amendment of 
the General Law regarding the renew- 
al of permits for gasoline stations. 
The present law provides that such 
permits run for a year from the time 
of granting. Frequently holders of 
these permits forget to apply for re- 
newals and much confusion results. 
The amended law would have such 
permits expire eacli year on April 
30th as do oilier permits and licenses. 
Such a change will simplify the work 
uf city officials and tend to prevent 
holders of filling station permits for- 
rotting to apply for renewals. A third 
petition will be foi the purpose of au- 
thorizing the city to take the remain- 
der of the "triangle” at Homer and 
Walnut streets for municipal pur- 
poses. A fourth petition is to have 
the law relative to traffic regulations 
amended so that street signals will 
not lie contradictory to the present 
law which gives vehicles approaching 
from the right, the right of way. 

Upon motion of Alderman Earle, 
the- rules were suspended to allow the 
appropriation of $1200 for lights at 
Bullough's Pond to permit the playing 
of hockey nights. Alderman Earle 
commented on the increased use of 
Bullough’s Pond for night skating and 
stated that “if these lights are in- 
stalled. young men who work days 
will have opportunities to play hockey 
nights.” His motion was passed and 
tlu money appropriated. 

Alderman Baker informed the 
Board that "work is being done on tin* 
hill which will be presented to tho 
Legislature regarding the proposed 
< ontrilmtory pension system for New- 
ton's employees, and that hearings 
will soon he hold on this matter," 
Alderman GreliPiistoin stated that 
“the Traffic Committee will hold a 
meeting on Monday night. January 
-3rd to consider traffic problems. The 
Street Commissioner and Chief of Po- 
lice will he present.” 

ADJOURNED ANNUAL MEETING 

The Adjourned Annual Meeting of 
tho Newton Welfare Bureau was hold 
iu the office of the Bureau at 12 
Austin street, Newtonville, Wednes- 
day afternoon, January 18. Miss Ruth 
Clu.pin, who assumed tho duties of 
General Secretary on January 1, 1928, 
gave a report of tho work of tho 
Bureau (luring tho past year. There 
were lie families “active” iu 1927; in 
1 37 of these financial assistance was 
given, which means that in 203 fami- 
lies service was given other than 
money. Attention was called to tho 
fact that in Hits work tho giving of 
money is only a means to an oird and 
merely an adjunct to tho service 
which uims to help the family to stand 
on its own feet. Another interesting

fact brought out was that in looking 
over Annual Reports of former years 
it was noticed that in 1917. out of the 
450 families "active” with the Bureau 
90 of them were complicated by the 
problem of drunkenness. In 1927, just 
10 years later, out of 340 families 
worked with only 3 were complicated 
by drunkenness. It may be a sur- 
prise to some people that there were 
15 nationalities represented in the 112 
new families which came to the atten- 
tion of the Newton Welfare Bureau for 
the first time during 1927. 

In looking hack over the year’s 
work the most outstanding problem 
seems to have been Unemployment, 
which grew steadily worse ns the year 
went on. Even during the summer, 
it presented a serious situation, 
whereas ordinarily there is plenty of 
work for men during tho summer 
months. The next most evident prob- 
lem was that of illness. Nearly every 
family at some time during the year 
md been complicated by a medicnl 
situation, and in tills connection Miss 
r, hapin referred to the really inspir- 
'ng generosity of tho medical pro- 
p ossion. In addition to these two rea 
sons, namely Unemployment and 111- 
•iess. there were 35 other reasons why 
‘he 112 new families had come to the 
Welfare Bureau for assistance.

03 persons were 
given vacations ranging from one 
week to six weeks. The majority of 
♦hose persons were children, although 
many mothers were sent to Mothers’ 
Rest. Most of the children were 
underweight and undernourished, nnd 
the vacations were financed by the 
money raised from the sale of Christ- 
mas Seals. 

The Christmas work is given in full 
detail in another article in this issue

for funds which began April 2, 1927. 
It was successful not only from the 
standpoint of money raised but also 
from the standpoint of increased in- 
terest. as evidenced by the many new 
friends secured for tile Bureau.

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CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE 

By Bliss Knapp, C.S.B., Draw* large Audiences at Newtonville 


Two lectures Thursday and Friday 
evenings of last week at the Christian 
Science church in Newtonville, had 
an attendance on both evenings that 
oompletely filled every seat in the au- 
ditorium, extra chairs being required 
to accommodate the overflow. 

Mr. Knapp, an unusually convincing 
speaker, had for his subject: Chris- 
tian Science, and the Ideal Church. 
He was introduced by Wentworth P. 
Barker, First Reader of the Newton 
Church, in these words: 

Friends: 

A Christian Science lecture is an 
event of great moment in any com- 
munity in which it is delivered, for it 
brings to that community in practical 
form the truths taught by the Master 
over nineteen hundred years ago. 

Christian Science lectures have been 
delivered during the past thirty years 
all around the globe, and the demand 
for such lectures and the number of 
persons desiring to hear such lectures 
is increasing rapidly each year. 

At. these lectures many sick people 
have been healed, and many others 
because of the lectures, have been led 
to turn to Christian Science for help 
and have been healed. 

It is therefore considered by the 
members of this church to be a happy 
privilege to welcome you here to- 
night, to listen to one who has for 
many years served the cause of Chris- 
tian Science faithfully and well. 

He speaks with authority for he is 
a member of the Board of Lectureship 
of The Mother Church. The First 
Church of Christ Scientist, in Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

I take great pleasure in introducing 
t.o you Bliss Knapp, C. S. B. of Brook- 
line. 

Mr. Knapp spoke as follows: 


An authorized lecture on Christian 
Science is always given under the 
auspices of a Christian Science church 
or society. The Christian Science 
church is founded on the teachings of 
Christ Jesus, and the first tenet of 
this church declares that "As ad- 
herents of Truth, we take the inspired 
Word of the Bible as our sufficient 
guide to eternnl Life" (Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures, p. 
497). The Bible used in all Christian 
Science churches is the King James 
version, the same Bible our fathers 
used long before the discovery of 
Christian Science in 

Christendom has long been divided 
into many sects and denominations 
largely because of a multiplicity of 
viewpoints concerning the Bible teach- 
ings about Cod, Christ, man, and the 
universe. But if we wish to see eye 
to eye in this lecture on Christian 
Science, and avoid all misunderstand 
ing, we must at the very outset have 
the same point of view concerning 
Cod. 

Christian Science teaches that God 
is the one supreme intelligence, gov 
erning the universe and man, and this 
teaching is in agreement with the 
spiritual meaning of the Bible, for the 
Bible declares in the Book of lie 
brews that David and the prophets 
"subdued kingdoms, . . . obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions," 
etc., through faith in the one Cod 
shall therefore speak to you about 
that faith and spiritual understanding 
which are qualities of the divine in 
telligence, and which enabled Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, to re 
establish primitive Christian healing. 

FAITH 

Some people underestimate the (de- 
ment of faith; in fact, some put it 
aside entirely: whereas faith is the 
open door to every department of 
learning. When, for example, the 
child goes to school, he must at first 
accept on faith his teacher’s declara- 
tion that two and two make four. He 
must accept on faith the declaration of 
li is teacher concerning the letters of 
the alphabet. Think of the tremendous 
faith our inventors of the telegraph, 
the telephone, and the wireless sys- 
tems must have had. Think of the 
magnificent faith of our aviators, who 
have ventured to many parts of the 
globe. Then we begin to renli/.o that 
the open door to every department of 
lonrning, discovery, and invention is 
faith. In fact, no one can achieve any- 
thing really worth while except 
through faith. 

Mrs. Eddy has written in her book, 
"Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” (p. 298), that spiritual 
realities "dawn in faith and glow full- 
orbed in spiritual understanding." 
Consequently faith is that element of 
itvtelHgenco whero divinity reaches 
humanity. The Book of Hebrew’s de- 
clares that “faith 1 b the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of 
things not seen." 

THE SIGN OF HEALING 

When God required Moses to lead 
the Hebrew people out of Egypt, faith 
was essential before they could accept 
him as their God-nppointed leader. If 
they were lacking in faith, they would 
have to remain in Egyptian darkness. 
But God gave to Moses two signs or 
symbols which would be acceptable to 
the iXMiple of faith. The first sign 
was with the rod, which when it was 
cast down, became a serpent. The 
second was the healing of Moses’ hand 
of leprosy. Then God assurod Moses 
that If the Hebrews would not believe 
the first sign of the rod, they would 
boliove the latter sign of healing. And 
s<S tbs sign of healing did convince the 


people that Moses was their God-ap- 
pointod leader. 

Some centuries later, when Elijah 
raised the widow’s son from death, she 
recognized in that sign of healing the 
proof of God’s presence and power, and 
she exclaimed: "Thou art a man of 
God, and . . . the word of the Lord 
in thy mouth is truth." Jesus declared 
that those without faith would not be- 
lieve even though one rose from the 
dead. 

When John the Baptist sent mes- 
sengers to inquiro if Jesus wero the 
promised Messiah, Jesus gave the 
name sign of healing which God Him- 
self had given to Moses fifteen hun- 
dred years before. Turning to the by 
standers, Jesus proceeded in that 
same hour to heal many of their 
plagues and infirmitios. Then he re- 
plied, "Go your way, and tell John 
what things ye have seen and heard 
how that the blind see, the lame walk, 
the lepers are cleansed, the deaf hear, 
the dead are raised, to the poor the gos- 
pel is preached." Those cases of heal- 
ing indicated exactly what Jesus 
meant by "works” when he said, “The 
same works that I do, hear witness of 
me, that the Father hath sent me;” 
for, "though ye believe not me, be- 
lieve the works.” 

Before Christ Jesus finished his 
ministry, he promised to send us an- 
other Comforter. That word 
other” is significant. It indicates that 
Christ Jesus himself was one Com- 
forter, and that his method of bring- 
ing comfort to the sick and sorrow 
ing was through these very works 
of healing. Then he promised an- 
other Comforter which he described as 
the "Spirit of truth," which "will 
guide you into all truth." From that 
imo Christians have been looking for 
the coming of this promised Comforter, 
just as the Jews had hitherto been 
looking for the coming of the prom- 
ised Messiah. Then what would be the 
sign of its coming? Would it not be 
the same sign of healing? When the 
people of faith recognize the mighty 
healing works of Christian Science to 
day, they ask, Is not this the "Spirit 
of truth,” the promised Comforter - 
The answer is even the same. The 
"works that I do, bear witness of me, 
that the Father hath sent me;” for 
"though ye believe not me, believe the 
works.” Christ Jesus also declared 
that "when the Comforter is come, 
... he shall testify of me.” Chris- 
tian Science does testify of Christ 
Jesus, by doing the works which he 
did, and by doing them always in his 
name. 

Mary Baker Eddy has expressed the 
teachings of Christian Science in her 
book, "Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures.” with such scien- 
tific accuracy, that the mere reading 
of that book has frequently healed the 
reader in both mind and body. The 
last chapter in this book, called the 
chapter on Fruitage, presents one hun- 
dred pages of testimonials by those 
who have been healed simply by read- 
ing that book. Before those testi- 
monies were published they were sub- 
mitted to the same tests for verifica- 
tion that would he required by a court 
of law. They include the healing of 
eye-trouble, deafness, dropsy, heart- 
trouble, asthma, consumption, cancer, 
locomotor ataxia, and so forth — diffi- 
culties that are by many thought to 
be incurable. Here again is the sign 
of healing which the people of faith 
recognize as the most absolute proof 
of God’s presence and power. 

THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH 


The facts concerning the life of 
Christ Jesus — his birth, suffering, 
crucifixion, resurrection, and final as- 
cension — have all been woven into 
the (leveopment of the Christian 
church. On historical points, most 
Christians are agreed; but on theo- 
logical points, they have disagreed. 
This disagreement has resulted in 
multiplicity of churches, sects, and 
schools; but Christians are more 
less agreed that the fundamental pur- 
pose of the Christian church is to 
challenge sin. 

With the hundreds of Christian de- 
nominations already in existence, 
some might ask, "Why should Mary 
Baker Eddy start another church?” 
She believed that after two thousand 
years, this warfare against sin would 
have been far more effectual if the 
churches had not dropped the element 
of Christian healing. Consequently 
she organized her church in 1879 for 
the purpose of reinstating that "lost 
element of healing” (Manual, p. 17). 
and a rule of her church required that 
the pastor should "be able to heal the 
sick after the manner of Christian 
Science” ( Christian Science Journal 
Vol. VII, p. 259). Mrs. Eddy was the 
first pastor of her church, and she 
ably vindicated her ability to heal both 
sin and sickness. 

It is recorded that Mrs. Eddy once 
visited in Ills cell the assassin of 
President Garfield, and found him 
without any proper sense of his crime 
He regarded his act as one of simple 
justice, and himself the victim. But 
when Mrs. Eddy addressed him by the 
power of tho Christ-spirlt which re- 
bukes sin, "ho sank buck in his chair/ 
and "his flippancy . . . fled.” Tho 
jailor thanked Mrs. Eddy for what site 
bad done. Hu said, "Other visitors 
imve brought to him bouquets, but you 
have brought what will do him good” 
( Miscellaneous Writings, p. 112). Mrs 
Eddy recognized that an individual 
must have u proper estimate of his 
crime before he is willing to relinquish 
his sin. 

We are taught in Christ iun Science 
that sin to be healed must first be 
acknowledged. This does not meun 


that the individual should acknowledge 
his sin to the whole world, but ho must 
at least acknowledge ids sin to him- 
self and to his God, and then he is 
ready to forsake it. We imve the 
great example of St. Paul; when he 
began to recognize his sin In consent- 
ing to the murder of Christians, lie 
was quick to acknowledge his sin and 
forsake it. Then no one held that 
against him, because his subsequent 
life proved that this sin was no longer 
any part of his real nature. We, too, 
are freed from our sins when we ac- 
knowledge and forsake them. 

Mrs. Eddy’s sermons frequently 
henled the sick. We have the record 
that invalids have been healed of can- 
cer and consumption while listening 
to her sermons. Cripples have gone 
to her church on crutches, and carried 
them away on their shoulders, having 
been healed by the power of the Christ- 
pirit which pervaded her sermons. 
That sign of honling which character- 
ized her preaching was the proof of 
God’s presence and power. 

But the time came when Mrs. Eddy’i 
increasing duties relative to the cause 
of Christian Science made it no longer 
possible for her to continue her reg 
ular weekly sermons, nnd she required 
an assistant pastor. When it became 
necessary to transfer the management 
of her church afairs to others, Mrs. 
Eddy began to discover the real dan 
gers involved in this Christian warfare 
against sin. God revealed to Christ 
Jesus the ideal church, and you re- 
member Christ Jesus said of that 
church, “The gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.” Consequently this 
church must derive its inspiration not 
from a person, but from the power of 
the Christ-spirit that heals and saves. 
So Mrs. Eddy turned to God in prayer, 
asking that he might raise up some- 
one able to cary on the Christian war- 
fare successfully. God answered her 
prayer in a most unusual way. lie did 
not send her a man nor a woman; He 
sent her the pastor which is to-day 
used in all Christian Science churches 
throughout the world. 

The revelation came gradually, step 
by step. The first step came when in 
892 Mrs. Eddy reorganized her church, 
Now it should be remarked in passing, 
that all Mrs. Eddy has ever said about 
the dangers involved in church 
ganization was said prior to that re- 
organization of her church in 1892. She 
has never said anything derogatory of 
the present form of her church or- 
ganization. The second step unfolded 
when in January, 1895, Mrs. Eddy or- 
dained the Bible and Science and 
Health pastor of her church, and throe 
months later extended that ordination 
to all Christian Science churches. Here 
then she had a pastor who could heal 
the sick "after the manner of Chris- 
tian Science,” and so fulfill the rule 
>f her church, because the reading <>f 
the Bible and of Science nnd Health 
does heal. In that same year, 1895, 
a third step was taken: up to that 
time the mid-week meeting had been a 
continuation of the Sunday school les- 
son for the previous Sunday. Now 
Mrs. Eddy changed it to a testimonial 
meeting at which those who had been 
healed in Christian Science could pub- 
licly bear grateful acknowledgment of 
their healing. Her instructions in* 
hided these words: "Tell what this 
Science does for yourself and will do 
for others.” Thus Mrs. Eddy had es- 
tablished her discovery on a firm foun- 
dation in three footsteps: first, by 
reorganizing her church; second, by 
providing a pastor who could heal the 
sick: third, by establishing a meeting 
at which those who had been healed 
could acknowledge it publicly. There 
remained yet a fourth step. In that 
same year, 1895, Mrs. Eddy wrote her 
Manual of Rules and By-laws for the 
purpose of preserving this foundation 
for posterity. Having accomplished 
that, she wrote these words (Retro- 
spection and Introspection, p. -14): 
‘This spiritually organized Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston, still goes 
on.” 


that the nature of God is Life, with no 
element of death or decay; nnd "by 
their fruits ye shall know them ” Mr.-. 
Eddy has written (Science and Health, 
p. 356), "God is as incapable of pro- 
ducing sin, sickness, and death as He 
is of experiencing these errors." That 
statement agrees with the declaration 
of Ilabakkuk, "Thou art of purer eyes 
than to behold evil, and eanst not look 
on iniquity.” Before we can heal the 
sick after the manner of Christ Jesus, 
we must accept the absolute goodness 
and purity of God. 

CHRIST JESUS 


GOD’S GOODNESS 

God revealed to Christ Jesus the 
ideal church designed to withstand the 
gates of hell. Then this ideal church 
must possess the power and vitality 
designed to withstand the very ele- 
ments of hell, namely sin. disease, 
and death. But why should God re- 
veal to Christ Jesus this ideal church, 
possessing the power and vitality to 
save II is people from sin, disease, and 
death, if God Himself is the author of 
these evils? If God made evil or even 
permits it, then His ideal church 
would be fighting against God and the 
Christian church would have no excuse 
for existence. But the theory that it 
is God’s will that a man should be 
sick and die is a purely man-made 
theory which the true church com- 
pletely discredits. 

Moses of old declared that God is a 
"God of truth and without iniquity, 
just and right is he,” and the prophet 
Ilabakkuk also declared, "Thou art of 
purer eyes than to behold evil, and 
canst not look on iniquity.” Therefore 
God is tlie supreme intelligence of 
good which overcomes evil just as 
light dispels darkness, even though 
tlie light can never know tho darkness. 
The acceptance of the fact that God is 
absolutely good, knowing no evil, is 
essential to Christian healing. The 
goodness and purity of God was a 
fundamental teaching of Judaism, 
which gradually became corrupted by 
human theories. 

The healing works of Christ Jesus 
revealed the true nature of God. When 
by the power of God, Christ Jesus 
heuled tlie sick, there was the proof 
that tlie nature of God is health, with 
no taint of disease. When by the 
power of God, Christ Jesus cast out 
devils and overcame sin, there was the 
proof that the real nature of God is 
purity and goodness, with no taint of 
sin or impurity. When by the power 
of God, Christ Jesus raised the dead 
to life, there was the absolute proof 


Some Christians believe that Jesus 
is God, and that their prayers to God 
might as w’ell be addressed to Jesus. 

In fact, there are certain passages in 
the King James version of tho Bible 
which seem to bear out this mistaken 
theory. For example, in tlie first chap- 
ter of John’s gospel we may read 
erning Christ Jesus. "All things 
were made by him and without him 
was not any thing made that was 
made.” "He was in the world, and the 
world was made by him.” Again in 
the first chapter of Hebrews, we may 
read, God has “spoken unto us by his 
Son, . . . by whom also he made 
the worlds.” Surely these declarations 
from Scripture might readily lead one 
to believe that Christ Jesus made the 
worlds: that he was tho creator, or 
God. Such statements might be the 
basis for addressing prayers to Jesus. 
But there are many eminent Bible 
translators who have come to recog- 
nize that the original Greek preposi- 
tion is more correctly translated when 
we use the word "through” and not 
“by;” in fact, Mrs. Eddy in her book, 
Science and Health, has adopted this 
more accurate translation of the orig 
inal Greek preposition. Then the 
Scripture reads, God has "spoken unto 
us through his Son. through whom 
also he made the worlds." "All things 
were made through him." 

It will be seen that these corrected 
statements are in agreement with an- 
ther declaration in the first chapter of 
John’s gospel which says of Christ 
Jesus that he "lighteth every man that 
eometh into the world,” for Christ 
Jesus declared himself to be the light 
of the world. Let us study these sev- 
eral Bible passages by means of an 
illustration: Suppose, for example, 

you are in a furnished room at mid- 
night. and in total darkness, so dark 
that you can see nothing there, not so 
much as your hand in front of you. 
Then turn on the light, and imme- 
diately all the furnishings are made 
visible, are made to appear. It is self- 
evident that the light did not create 
the furnishings, they were already 
there but the light made visible and 
apparent to all that which was already 
there. Now Christ Jesus declared that 
he was the "light of the world," "that 
lighteth every man that comctli into 
the world.” He was not therefore the 
creator of the worlds, but spiritual 
creation is made visible, is revealed 
to us through that Christ-light. 

This teaching agrees with another 
declaration made by Christ Jesus in 
the fourteenth chapter of John’s gos- 
pel. "No man eometh unto the Father, 
but by me,” that is to say, “through” 
this Christ-light for even as the 
Christ-light makes the world of spirit 
uni creation visible and real to us all, 
even so God Himself is revealed to us 
through this same Christ-light. These 
statements agree with yet another 
declaration of Christ Jesus in which he 
refers to himself as the door of the 
sheepfold, for "he that entereth not 
by the door, . . . but climbeth up 
some other way, . . . is a thief and 
a robber.” From these teachings we 
learn that Christ Jesus is not God, 
but he is the Son of God. as he him- 
self declared, "lighting the way to 
eternal harmony." as Mrs. Eddy states 
in Science and Health (Pret. p. vii). 
He is indeed the Way-shower, lighting 
the way to complete salvation. 

Now the teachings of Christian Sci- 
ence are always eminently practical. 
How then can this correct teaching 
about God and His Christ be made 
practical in human experience? I re- 
call a certain church building commit- 
tee that was having considerable dif- 
ficulty in reaching an agreement over 
a church problem. The committee had 
discussed the problem carefully, and 
apparently understood it, but when- 
ever they voted on it. the vote always 
stood eight to eight. Naturally both 
groups could not be right — one was 
wrong. How then could the group 
that was wrong recognize its error 
and forsake it? It is error that sepa- 
rates and disintegrates; Truth always 
unites. Finally they turned to God 
in prayer so that tlie Christ-light might 
illumine their understanding and 
show them God’s law as a tangible 
reality of rightness. They continued 
in prayer for about half an hour, and 
at the end of that time, they took a 
vote without discussion. That vote 
stood sixteen to nothing. Christ had 
so illumined their spiritual under- 
standing that God’s law was revealed 
to them as a tangible reality of right- 
ness, and their obedience to it brought 
unity, good-will, and brotherly love. 

That correct teaching about God and 
His Christ was thus made practical in 
human experience. Nothing had really 
changed, except that their point of 
view had changed from a material to a 
spiritual viewpoint. From that spirit- 
ual point of view, illuminated by 
the Christ-light, they began to see 
things as God made them perfect, 
complete, harmonious, and well That 
which one sees in spiritual realization 
is made practical in human experi- 
ence. just as practical in fact as the 
healing of the palsied man by Christ 
Jesus. When Christ Jesus lifted that 
man's thought from a material to a 
spiritual point of view, and the man 
began to see things as God sees them, 
perfect, complete, harmonious, and 
well, that which he saw in spiritual 
realization was made practical in his 
own body and he was immediately 
healed. His discordant condition dis- 
appeared just ub darkness fades away 


with the coming of the light. It was 
the truth that made him free — that 
which is true in the sight of God. 
God’s truth had made his discordant 
condition untrue nnd therefore un- 
real. 

MENTAL FACULTIES 

From the healing of the palsied man 
you will observe that all Christian 
healing is achieved as we are edu- 
cated to accept the spiritual point of 
view. This involves an understanding 
of true education. The word "edu- 
cation" is derived from the Latin verb 
which combines the letter "E," mean- 
ing "from,” with "ducere,” to lead; 
that is to say, to lead from or draw 
out. The true educator does not pro- 
ject or inject something into his pupil 
which is not already there, but he 
draws out or unfolds that which he 
finds already expressed in conscious- 
ness. He recognizes that the faculties 
of intelligence are already expressed 
in consciousness, and he simply un- 
folds those faculties through a right 
use of education. Some of those fac- 
ulties are perception, reason, memory, 
application, and judgment. There are 
others, to be sure, but these are fun- 
damental. Through the right use of 
education, the pupil is set various 
tasks to develop his reason; he is 
set certain other tasks to cultivate his 
memory. So the pupil recognizes a 
new idea through the faculty of per- 
ception; he then takes it into his un- 
derstanding through the faculty of rea- 
son: he retains it from being lost 
through the faculty of memory; and 
he is able to give it out to others 
through the faculties of application 
and judgment. 

We are taught in Christian Science 
that these faculties of perception, rea- 
son, memory, application and judg- 
ment are all faculties of the divine 
Mind, that God is their creator. As 
creations of the divine Mind they are 
necessarily expressed in all of God’s 
children alike. That is why the true 
educator recognizes that those facul- 
ties of intelligence are already ex- 
pressed in consciousness, and that his 
task is simply to unfold or develop 
the faculties that already exist. No 
human being ever claimed to be the 
originator of the faculty of memory; 
no human being ever pretended to be 
the creator or originator of reason; 
God is their creator. When the in- 
dividual begins to acknowledge God 
as the source of his intelligence, he 
awakes to his own inseparable rela- 
tionship to God. the creator of us all. 
Then he can understand those words 
of St. Paul, “As many as are led by 
the Spirit of God, they are the sons 
of God.” 

Mrs Eddy has written (Science and 
Health, pp. 470, 477 1 : "Jesus beheld 


tlve effects for good. One such ex 
perience, as I recall it, occurred early 
in the winter. There had been a driz 
zling rain throughout the day, and 
toward night a heavy freeze set in. 
with the result that the trees, the 
fences, and sidewalks were all covered 
iri th a coating of clear ice. I had to 
venture out that evening, and as I did 
I experienced a persistent, ag- 
gressive suggestion of slipping and 
falling on the ice; but I did not fall 
My daily prayers to God had built such 
firm foundation that I did not go 
down under that suggestion. How did 
I know that was the right conclusion? 
Because, although I did not fall, I ex- 
perienced a sharp twinge of pain in 
my shins just as though I had fallen. 
Then and there I realized the mental 
nature of pain. If I had fallen, the 
natural conclusion would have been 
that the fall produced the pain; but 
since I did not fail. I learned not only 
that pain is mental, but that it is pro- 
duced by an aggressive mental sug- 
gestion. I knew’ enough of Christian 
Science to realize that such a sugges- 
tion must be a product of the carnal 
mind, which is sin and death, and that 
sin in order to be healed must first 
be acknowledged as sin. Then I could 


evidence of God’s presence and powee. 

Some may ask, "What do you mean 
by this aggressive mental suggestion?" 
Did you ever have the experience of 
humming a tune of music all day. 
without being able to rid your thought 
of it’’ That helps to explain what I 
mean by aggressive suggestion. When 
an individual’s thoughts are perfectly 
normal and natural, he can think of an 
object or a person at will, and he can 
put them out of his thought at will. 
But when the aggressive suggestion is 
so persistent that it amounts to an 
obsession, then the individual may 
know that such suggestions are the 
product of the carnal mind which is 
"sin and death;” and that sin. to be 
healed, must be acknowledged as aln. 
Then he can know that God never 
made such suggestions. He knows 
them not. and there is no occasion 
to fear them. Mrs. Eddy has written 
• The First Church of Christ. Scientist, 
and Miscellany, p. 210), "Keep your 
minds so filled with Truth and Love, 
that sin, disease, and death cannot en- 
ter them.” 

FALSE METHODS 


nothing about it. and I need not be 
afraid of it. With the realization of 
these facts, the pain disappeared, and 
then I saw that all disease must be 
the product of aggressive mental sug- 
gestion, naming itself, and that the 
symptoms of disease merely conform 
to the name suggested. 

I was able to prove these facts some 
years later while traveling in a sec- 
tion of the country where many con- 
sumptives go because of the climate. 
While there, a woman came to me for 
an interview, and said that the physi- 
cians condemned her to die with con- 
sumption. I proceeded to tell her in 
substance what I have just related 
about suggestion, and made it clear 
that she was suffering only from an 
aggressive suggestion, which in her 
case named itself consumption, and 
that the symptoms merely conformed 
to the name suggested. In other words 
.-he was suffering from nothing more 
than a consuming fear — the product 
of the carnal mind, which is sin and 
death. But. "Perfect love casteth out 
fear." and St. Paul declares that "to be 
spiritually minded is life and peace." 
Then this woman realized for the first 
time that she could have complete 
dominion over her own thinking, and 
be at peace. Mrs. Eddy has said in 
Science and Health i p. 392 >, "Your de- 
cisions will master you, whichever di- 
rection they take. This woman de- 
cided to take the spiritual point of 
view, and illumined by the Christ- 
light. she too began to see things as 
God made them — perfect, complete.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE VERSUS 
SUGGESTION 

There are some who believe that 
inasmuch as Christian Science heals 
the sick by a mental method, this 
method must employ some form of will- 
power or hypnotic suggestion. Those 
methods, however, are the product of 
the carnal mind, which St .Paul de- 
scribed as "sin and death:” but he 
also said, "to be spiritually minded is 
life and peace:” and these two points 
of view are polar opposites. Conse- 
quently the Christian Scientist never 
employs human will or suggestion to 
heal. 

Some may believe that even if 
hypnotic suggestion is the product of 
carnal mind, it may be used by the 
proper individual and under proper 
coniTItioiis to achieve much good. Such 
an individual was at the head of the 
philosophical department when I was 
in the university. He apparently 
understood the power of hypnotic sug- 
gestion. and it is said that he used it 
in bis classes. For that reason l 
avoided his courses, because I refused 
to submit myself to his hypnotic sug- 
gestion. But he was so sincere in his 
belie’ that such a system of suggestion 
could do good, that he conceived the 
notion of using it on his own son, in 
ordei to cause his son to graduate 
from the university more brilliantly 
than if left to his natural resources. 

That boy was in the class just ahead 
of m.- own, and I had frequent op- 
portunity to observe his conduct. Up 
to a certain point the professor’s 
theory seemed to be a success, because 
the boy was finally graduated bril- 
liantly. But it was not his owu mind, 
it was his father’s mind, dominating 
and controlling the son. The result 
was that when the father finally with- 
drew his personal domination aud 
control, it left his son in such a weak- 
ened mental condition that within 
three years after graduation, lie was 
pronounced a helpless imbecile. If a 
proof is necessary, this experience 
should convince anyone that good can 
never be derived from that which is 
fundamentally evil, for in the words 
of Christ Jesus, "The last state of that 
man is worse than the first." 

When I was a boy my parents were 
Christian Scientists, aud they taught 
me tlie value of daily prayer to God. 
because of the cumulative effects for 
good from such prayer. True pray 
causes one to acknowledge God as tho 
source of his intelligence, of his 
strength, of his health, of his life, and 
indeed of his very existence. I have 
had many proofs that my parents were 
right in requiring of me that daily 
prayer to God, because of its cuniula- 


operate through some form of sugges- 
tion. Consequently they are the 
prodti ts of the carnal mind, which 
St. Paul denominated as "sin and 
death." Inasmuch a3 hypnotism, mes- 
merism. spiritualism, and theosophy 
operate through some form of sugges- 
tion, they are similar in nature to 
disease itself, which likewise operates 
thp’Ugh suggestion. It should be self- 
evident that the same carnal mind 
which produces disease can never de- 
stroy it Such material systems are 
opposed to the moral law, and conse- 
quently they can never heal a man 
morally If they produce any seem- 
ingly beneficial effect, It should be 
recognized, as in the case of the pro 
fessor’s son, that they can never heal 
a man permanently, for the last state 
i that man is always worse than the 
first. True healing results only as 
thought is lifted from the material 
point of view to the spiritual; then 
the individual acknowledges God as 
the only healing and saving power 

THE DISCOVERER AND FOUNDER 

The discovery of Christian Science 
came to Mary Baker Eddy as the re- 
sult of her own spiritual healing. She 
had met with an accident which the 
physician declared must result fatally. 
On the third day foil wing the acci- 
dent. Mrs. Eddy turned to her Bible 
and began to read from the Book of 
Matthew how Jesus healed the palsied 
man. Doubtless she had read that 
passage many times before, but this 
time she caught the spiritual point of 
view, and illumined by the Uhrist- 
light. she too began to see things as 
God made them — perfect, complete, 
harmonious and well. That which she 
saw in spiritual realization had an im- 
mediate effect on her own body, for she 
was healed. Here again was the sign 
of healing which is acceptable to the 
people : faith as the most conclusive

The testing time for nil students is 
rapidly approaching its time, and the 
people who are really serious about 
meeting the semester examinations are 
taking out their hooks and making tlte 
most of the less frenzied time that 
precedes the giving of examinations. 
Now comes the test of whether the 
student who has done his work faith- 
fully will meet with better results 
than a student that has skimped on 
the time and planned on intensive 
work to get him by.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE

proof known to men of God’s presence 
and power. Mrs. Eddy resumed her 
study of the Bible and began to write 
out her observations from that spirit- 
ual point of view, as a "scribe under 
orders” (Miscellaneous Writings, p. 
311). Those writings formed the basis 
of her book, “Science and Health with 
Key to (he Scriptures.” Then she dis- 
covered that the reading of that hook 
heals the sick, again the sign of heal- 
ing — the conclusive proof of God’s 
presence and power. 

Mrs. Eddy then undertook to estab- 
lish tills discovery on a firm founda- 
tion by the organization of her church, 
and in 1SH5 site wrote her Manual of 
Rules and By-laws to preserve this 
foundation for posterity. Then she 
wrote these words (Miscellaneous 
Writings, p. 383), "In 1896 it goes 
without saying, preeminent over igno- 
rance or envy, that Christian Science 
is founded by its discoverer, and built 
upon the rock of Christ." Conse- 
quently Mrs. Eddy can lay claim to 
three great achievements which im- 
mortalize her name as Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, and 
author of Its textbook. "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures.” 

Mrs. Eddy was forty-five years of 
age when she discovered Christian 
Science, and it took her forty-five 
years more to establish this discovery 
on a firm foundation. She has written 
(The First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
and Miscellany, i>. 249): ^’millions 
may know that I am the Founder of 
Christian Science. I alone know what 
that means.” "The founder of gen- 
uine Christian Science has been all her 
years giving it birth” (Miscellaneous 
Writings, p. 39). 

The institutional activities of The 
Mother Church in Boston constitute 
Mrs. Eddy’s right to ho called the 
Founder of Christian Science. Then 
any attack on these institutional ac- 
tivities of The Mother Church in Bos- 
ton is in reality an effort to deprive 
Mrs. Eddy of her title of Founder of 
Christian Science. The institutional 
activities of this church provide the 
means and methods by which Christian 
Science makes its challenge to sin ef- 
fectual. Naturally sin desires to de- 
stroy its tormentor, that it may live. 
This reaction of sin against the in- 
stitutional activities of The Mother 
Church in Boston has resulted in liti- 
gation and strife hut the warfare is 
glorious. Mrs. Eddy’s wisdom has 
been vindicated, and her greatness 
grows more apparent as time goes on, 
for God never forsakes His Church nor 
His Cause. 

CONCLUSION 

Christian Science is vital to men 
and women, because it presents a 
scientific explanation by which all may 
work out their own salvation, it ex- 
plains .ill cause and effect as mental; 
and that sin, disease, and death are 
overcome by the understanding of that 
same divine Principle which enabled 
Jesus to heal the sick and raise the 
dead. Contrary to popular opinion, 
this healing is achieved not by any 
use of human will or suggestion, but 
by the understanding of that which is 
absolutely true in the sight of God. It 
is indeed the "Spirit of truth,” the 
Comforter which Jesus promised. 

All that anyone can ever know about 
Christian Science must he gained 
from Mary Baker Eddy and her writ- 
ings. She has declared that her 
church "is the mouthpiece of Chris- 
tian Science” (Miscellany, p. 247). 
Consequently the institutional activi- 
ties of this church provide the means 
aud methods by which sin, disease, and 
death may he overcome, and complete 
salvation achieved in the way which 
Christ Jesus taught.

Chain Store Fined

The A. & P. Company was repre 
seated by a lawyer from the firm of 
Dunbar, Nutter & McLennen and a 
plea of not guilty was made on the 
contention that “the hiding or the 
sign hy the bananas was uninten- 
tional."

Suggestion of Chief Engine* 
To Committee 




At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night a letter from 
Mayor Childs, dated January 4th, was 
ad. It said. 

“I understand that one of my ut- 
terances in my inaugural address has 
disturbed some people. If you remem- 
ber. I said: 

‘I also raise the question whether 
our present method under which build- 
ings are erected and maintained by 
the Building Department but operated 
by the School Department is an un- 
wise and costly procedure. If you 
believe that it is, I suggest for your 
consideration the advisability of plac- 
ing engineers, firemen and all of the 
men in charge of operating t he heat- 
ing and mechanical units of the school 
buildings under the Building Commis- 
sion. This, in my judgment, would re- 
sult in saving not only in repairs but 
in the use of fuel.’ 

‘In making tills statement I was 
criticizing nobody. Personally, I would 
rather see the whole system under a 
hlef engineer appointed by the school 
authorities. I made a request once 
for an appropriation for that very pur- 
pose. hut the money was not used 
thus, and therefore I assumed t hat the 
school authorities did not care for such 
official. I still think that tii *re 
ought to he a chief engineer, and if 
you wish to send me a reeommenda- 
ion to lie included in the budget, I 
shall lie glad to see that it is placed 
there." 

The Mayor’s communication was re- 
ferred to the same sub-committee 
which is considering the matter of an 
increase in salaries of the school jan- 
itors. 

The much discussed Oak Hill School 
ume in for more attention at the 
meeting on Monday night. A letter 
from Buildings Commissioner Chad- 
wick was read stating t hat the little 
Id school at Oak Hill is unfit for use 
and should he torn down. Joseph F. 
Lockett. School Committee member 
from Ward 6. advocated the razing of 
the building and the use of a portable 
tchool house in its place. Other mem- 
bers of the committee favored defer- 
ring action on this matter. School Com- 
aiitteemau Calkins expressed the opin- 
ion that inasmuch as there are but 13 
•hildren in the Oak Hill School, the 
practical thing to do is to have these 
nipils attend the Mason School at 
Newton Centre. 

Oak Hill again occupied considera 
Me of the time of the committee on 
another discussion of the matter of 
arrying nine pupils from that section, 
who attend the Mason School, to and 
from their homes each noontime that 
they attend school in order that they 
nay have a hot dinner at home. The 
ity provides transportation for these 
hildren to the school mornings and 
o their homes after school doses each 
school day. The parents of these chil- 
iren have been demanding that tin* 
•itv also provide transportation for 
hem at meal time. The sub-commit- 
tee which 1ms been considering the 
petition for t he extra transportation 
recommended that the petition In* de- 
:ied. Tile School Committee voted 
hat tlie matter be referred back to 
V sub-committee for the purpose <>f 
submitting a proposal to the parents 
>f the nine Oak Hill children that 
they contribute to the cost of the 
loon transportation." 

Evidently the School Committee 
liiiiks the city is doing its part when

But Record knew 
in ids own mind that Cole had beaten 
him and ho insisted that the latter 
take the medal. This is hut one of the 
many instances of good sportsmanship 
the Brookline lad has shown. 

With both schools having several 
entries in the 300-yard run the event 
will be run off in two or more heats 
against time with the three best times 
figuring in the point scoring.

New Track Marks in 300 and 1000 
Tie School Records 

Scoring eight out of nino first places 
and tying for the other first, the 
Newton High track team lmd little 
difficulty in defeating the Brockton 
High School runners on t Ho Newton 
track last Saturday by the score of 
58 to 19. In spite of Newton’s 
superiority, each event was closely 
contested, with the exception of the 
relay which Newton won by a matter 
of fifteen yards. The features of the 
day were the running of Nathan 
Pearson in tho 300 and Jimmy Mc- 
Crudden in Hie 1000. Both set new 
records for the track and tied the 
school records which were made sev- 
eral years ago, before new end banks 
were built. Another thrilling race 
was staged in the 600-yard run when 
Captain Malcolm Reed of Newton ran 
a dead heat with Casimir Yakovonis 
of Brockton. 

The 35-yard hurdles were the first 
event, with each team having four 
entries. Romaine Cole of Newton 
won the first heat, and Chris Clifford, 
Rroekton’s star, the second. In the 
third heat Kenneth Farrell of 
Brockton nosed out Edgar Warren 
of Newton for tho right to compete 
in the finals. Romaine Cole broke 
the tape six inches ahead of Clifford 
in the finals to give Newton first place. 
Farrell took third. 

Seventeen entries in the 35-yard 
dash forced the event into four pre- 
liminary heats, one semi-final for the 
second men in the trial heats, and a 
final with six entries. Romaine Cole 
beat Frawley of Brockton in the first 
trial heat. Fowler Cole beat Larry 
O'Connell in the second. Orrie 
Oulette of Brockton bent Kollmyer of 
Newton in the third, and Joe Paterno 
of Brockton beat Nate Pearson in the 
fourth. In the heat for second men 
Pearson and Kollmyer placed one ntid 
two to give them the chance to run 
in the finals. fThe Cole brothers, 
Pearson and Kollmyer of Newton and 
Oulette and Paterno of Brockton 
went to the line for the finals. In a 
close finish Fowler Cole took first.

The 600-yard run was next in order 
and as it preceded the shot-put Coach 
Enoch would not permit Creighton 
Gatchell to enter it as on the pre- 
vious Saturday when the popular New- 
ton athlete took third without pre- 
vious training. Capt. Reed of Newton 
and Yakovonis of Brockton fought it 
out all the way. with the former tak- 
ing the lead. Midway of the race 
the Brockton entry passed Reed and 
stepped out ahead by three or four 
yards. Reed tried valiantly to catch 
him and was on his heels at the last 
corner. There Yakovonis turned his 
bend and Reed caught him but could 
not go ahead and they ran the last 
25 yards side by side. Fred Burton 
of Newton took third. 

The 300-yard run was in three heats 
against time. Fowler Cole won the 
first heat in 37 4-5 seconds over 
Paterno of Brockton. James Doherty 
of Brockton was clocked in 37 sec- 
onds flat in the second heat. In the 
third heat Pearson had no one to 
press him but he set a new track 
record of 36 2-5 seconds. His time 
bent the school record by Walter 
McQuiston a few years ago on the 
old track.

Who Votes In Newton, 
And Where They Vote 

An Investigation of the vote cast 
In the recent city election on Decern* 
13, 1927, seems to show that the 
poorer citizens of Newton, that Is, 
those citizens who are poor financially, 
perform tho civic duty of going to 
the polls much more faithfully than 
do the richer citizens of Newton. The 
following fable should be scrutinized 
by our readers. It shows that but 
54% of the registered voters went to 
the polls at the last city election. 
It shows that the people of Nonantum 
easily led the remainder of the city. 
Precinct 3 of Ward 2 was the first 
with a percentage of 79.2, and Pre- 
cinct 1 of Ward 1 was a close second 
with a percentage of 78.3. These two 
precincts are both located almost en- 
tirely in Nonantum. Precinct 3 of 
Ward 3, on the north side of the 
tracks at West Newton, populated 
mostly by wage-earners, was third 
with a percentage of 70; Precinct 1 
of Ward 5 at the Upper Falls, an- 
other workingman’s district was 
fourth with 61.4%. The only wealthy 
district which made a fairly 
creditable showing was Precinct 2 of 
Ward 3, the West Newton Hill sec- 
tion, which had a percentage of 60.7. 

Among the wealthier sections of the 
city. Precinct 2 of Ward 2. that part 
of Newtonville south of the railroad 
tracks, had a percenthage of 57.5: 
many residents of Newton Centre did 
not bother going to the polls; of 
those living north of Beacon street In 
Precinct 1. only 46.3% voted, and 
those living south of Beacon street 
In Preclncit 2, Ward 6, but 52,1% 
voted. At Newton Comer of the cit- 
izens in the more wealthy part of 
Ward 1. 59.1% voted. In the other 
ward at Newton Corner, Ward 7, in 
the less wealthy section: Precinct 1. 
half, or 50.4% of the citizens who are 
registered voters, went to the polls. 
In the wealthier section of Ward 7. 
but 38.3% of the voters condescended 
to bother with a mere city election. 

In Ward 5 the Newton Highlands 
district was quite apathetic as re- 
garded city affairs, so the city elec- 
tion figures showed. Only 38.6% of 
the people there who can vote, did 
vote. At Waban, whose residents 
pride ithemselves as possesi'ng un- 
usual civic zeal, just 39% of the reg- 
istered voters took part in the city 
election. The worst showing in the 
whole city was made in Precinct 3 
of Ward 6. the exclusive Chestnut Hill 
section. There only 36.3% of the 
registered voters went to the polls. 
The appended table will show in what 
parts of Newton are located tho flcMq 
for missionary work to stimulate clt- 


izens to perform

The Church dinner, 
under the efficient management of Mrs 
Harry S. Wells, who proved herself so 
true-to-detall and accuracy that the 
entire repast moved on like well-ad 
justed machinery with not even a sug 
gestion or error or regret. Mr. Henry

evening. Mr. Joseph I). Wood, retir- 
ing Clerk, read the yearly reports, fol- 
lowed by the election of new officers 
for 1928. which resulted in the election 
of Mr. Charles K Gibson, Moderator; 
Mr. George S. Fuller, Clerk; Mr. 
Charles E. Benson, Treasurer; Mr. 
James Hammond. Mr. John A Paine, 
and Mr Robert II Gross as newly elect- 
ed Deacons: Mr. Frank Grebe. Super- 
intent of the Sunday School and Direc- 
tor of Religious Education. 

Reverend Boynton Merrill, who was 
in charge of tho evening’s entertain- 
ment, proved himseli an able manager, 
tin* results of which, convulsed the 
listeners until the memory of that un- 
usual evening will linger long with 
those who were fortunate enough to 
be "one of the four hundred.”

How Massachusetts 
HasjReduced Expenses 

Hon. Charles P. Howard of Reading, 
Chairman of the Commission on Ad- 
ministration and Finance of Massachu- 
setts was the speaker at the weekly 
meeting of the Klwanis Club at Wood- 
land on Tuesday. Mr. Howard held 
the attention of the 75 members pres- 
ent wltli an interesting talk on the 
manner In which Massachusetts has In 
the past nine years greatly reduced 
the per-caplta cost of conducting this 
Commonwealth, has paid off millions 
of dollars in debts and stands far 
ahead of any other state in the Cnion 
In the matter of conducting its ac- 
tivities efficiently and economically 
Mr. Howard prefaced his talk with 
the explanation that governments, 
whether municipal, state or national, 
may be conducted In one of two ways. 
The first way Is one which is com- 
monly used, and which was In vogue 
In this state prior to the institution 
of the budget system and the crea- 
tion of the Commission on Adminis- 
tration and Finance here. Tills way 
was characterized by Mr. Howard as 
"The give them what they want 
method." Under this method the cost 
of government soars continually and 
rapidly, taxes keep Increasing until 
they become such a burden to Industry 
that many large corporations are 
forced out of business because they 
cannot compete with rivals located in 
Rtates where taxes are lower. Mr. 
Howard referred to the closing down 
of many textile mills In this state, 
largely because of over-taxation, and 
the resultant Idleness forced on 
thousands of persons who had worked 
in these mills. When Massachusetts 
operated under this methad It func- 
tloned through 101 different depart- 
ments with duplication of activities 
and expenses and much wastefulness. 
Since the budget system lias been 
adopted by the Commonwealth the 
number of departments conducting the 
affairs of the State has been reduced 
from 101 to 20. system and economy 
have replaced hap hazardness and ex- 
travagance. and under the careful 
scrutiny of the Chairman of the Com- 
mission on Administration and 
Finance and their assistants vast 
sums have been saved for the tax- 
payers of the state. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been saved 
yearly on the single Item of printing 
state documents, and instead of the 
superficial consideration which our 
Governors of necessity could give be- 
fore the present system was estab- 
lished. all purchases and demands for 
materials get careful and proper 
scrutiny. 

Resides bringing about economy and 
efficiency In the mntter of administra- 
tion. the Commission has had charge 
of the personnel, which constitutes 
the 13.000 employees of the state. 
Mr. Howard asserted that few cor- 
porations have as fair a system of 
dealing equitably with their employees 
as does the state, despite the asser- 
tions to the contrary by some discon- 
tented employees. 

While other states have been 
laboring under constantly Increasing 
expenses, while cities all over the 
country, including those in Massa- 
chusetts, r li i - state has kept its cost 
of running down to about 76% in- 
crease over pre-war days, as compared 
with an incrense of about 101% for 
the next state, Wisconsin, and much 
larger Increases for other states. 
North Carolina making the worst 
showing with an incrense of over 
700%. The state debt has been re- 
duced iu the last 10 years from over 
$40,000,000 to about $14.000.0nn. de- 
spite the fact that many additions 
have been made to the institutions 
conducted by the Commonwealth and 
the improvement of hundreds of miles 
of state roads. Mr. Howard concluded 
his talk by commenting that the 
economies effected by the Commission 
on Administration and Finance, oper- 
ating since 1919 under the budget 
system should he appreciated by all 
the taxpayers of Massachusetts whose 
pocketbonks have benefited by the sav- 
ings made. 


HUNDREDS OF CASES 
OF MEASLES IN CITY 

Hundreds of Newton children, par- 
ticularly in the Nonantum district, 
have been victims of measles during 
tlie past seven weeks. Tills disease 
is on a rampage in the city, in De- 
cember then* were 55 cases of it the 
city, mostly in tlie Nonantum district. 
For the first three weeks of this 
month 340 cases of measles have been 
reported in Newton, the majority of 
the cases being in Wards l and 2. Last 
year there were comparatively few 
cases of measles in Newton. In 1926 
tlie disease was quite prevalent and in 
1920 there was nil epidemic of it hero. 

Last month there were 37 cases of 
whooping cough reported in the city, 
half of this number being at West 
Newton: 32 cases of chicken pox wore 
reported in December, 16 of them be- 
ing in Ward 7 at Newton Corner. 

Last month 5i persons died in New- 
ton bringing the total number of 
deaths in this city for 1927 up to 552. 
which made the death rate per thou- 
sand of population for the year 9.75 
as compared with 10.1 S for 1926. Of 
tlie 54 persons dying in December 7 
were victims of cancer, 6 of heart ail- 
ments and 7 of pneumonia. 

During December the sanitary divi- 
sion of the Board of Health investiga- 
ted 25 complaints, abated 19 nuisances 
and made 212 inspections. The nurs- 
ing division of the Board of Health 
made 51 visits to tuberculosis patients 
and took 59 children to clinics. The 
milk and food division took 35 sum 
pies of milk, inspected 3 dairies, 10 
bakeries and 47 markets.

The Eighty-fourth Annual Meeting 
of the New England Mutual Life In- 
surance Company was held at the 
Home Office of the Company.

,NE THING AND ANOTHEH 

By U D. O. BENTLEY 


I really have what I consider a good 
and sufficient reason to complain, but 
I don’t know exactly to whom I should 
tell my troubles. Perhaps It should 
he to those who years ago permitted 
certain things to ho done in connec- 
tion with sidewalk construction in 
our city. Inasmuch as I don’t know 
how to get into communication with 
them I shall have to content myself 
with a mere recital of the facts. 

There are private driveways in New- 
ton which lead from garages of resi- 
dences across the sidewalk Into the 
street. Some of them are of rounded 
surface, bringing the grade of the 
sidewalk higher at that point. It is 
of these I would write as a humble 
pedestrian. 

Now suppose there has been a light 
fall of snow, or even a heavy one. 
And supposing the mercury drops and 
the slush freezes. The result Is a 
nice coating of ice on which it Is 
hard enough to hold one’s footing. 
But when the sidewalk contains a 
hillock over which you are obliged to 
climb it takes an expert to maintain 
his equilibrium, even if the distance 
lie measured in feet. 

On the other hand there are drive- 
ways which drop below the level of 
the sidewalk. These seem to serve 
the purpose quite as well, if not bet- 
ter, of access to the garage. Further- 
more, they do not interfere with 
pedestrian’s progress as the others do. 

In short, I am kicking about the 
high spots in our sidewalks, I admit 
that it is difficult to know what to do 
to correct conditions. We can’t expect 
a general rebuilding of sidewalks, but 
we can hope that all future drive- 
ways will be built lower instead of 
higher than the sidewalks. 

Meanwhile, while the hoofing is 
made difficult by ice we would do well 
to detour at such places, especially if 
we want to avoid the unhappiness 
that is involved when one is compelled 
to slide, slip and stumble.

She described the beauties of St. 
Marks, with the story of the Bible car- 
ried out in interesting mosaics, the 
old testament on the outside, and the 
new testament inside: the romantic 
story of Marco Polo’s walk to China 
and his return after 20 years, making 
up one of the best adventure stories 
ever written. Then, more recently, in 
the 16th century, came some of Ven- 
ice’s great artists and architects. In 
conclusion she spoke of the wonderful 
quiet in Venice: no noisy motor horns 
or wheels of traffic — Just the peaceful 
lapping of waters, perhaps an occa- 
sional bar sung by a gondolier, and 
then quiet again.

Of course one can never tell when 
and where or how he or she may un- 
wittingly offend against the law 
Sometimes the highest-minded citizen 
is shocked upon learning that for 
tills of that minor cause he must go 
to court either as plaintiff, defendant 
or witness. The more quiet and or 
dorly one’s life the more disturbing 
the thought of court appearance. 

For instance, can you picture one 
who spends his time in the company 
of good books, who is reserved and 
retiring, almost shy in fact, finding 
himself mixed-up with all the un- 
pleasantness that goes with such mat- 
ters. i can sympathize with such peo- 
ple because 1 know it is little less 
than painful. 

But the great and powerful arm of 
the law is not to be avoided. You 
can never gauge its reach. All this 
you will appreciate the more if you 
know what the State Board of Free 
Library Commissioners has discov- 
ered. The law, they have found, is 
such that under the statutes of Massa 
cliusetts a librarian may be haled in- 
to court because of the presence on 
the library shelves of a volume iii.it 
is not the kind of feuding it should 
he. And when you stop and think 
that Shakespeare and other classics, 
not to mention biographies, etc., an 
said to contain improper things— 
well, picture a librarian being dragged 
from the peaceful dignity of ills or 
her desk, and booked at a police sta- 
tion! 

Believe it or not, here's what the 
State Board of Free Library Commis- 
sioners themselves say: 

"Librarians are subject, as well as 
booksellers, to the Massachusetts 
statute prohibiting the sale or dis 
tribution of ’obscene’ literature. This 
statute is so sweeping in its provi 
shuts and s.i uncertain in its appli 
cation that librarians may not lmpos 
sibly be liable to a fine and imprison- 
ment for circulating various books 
commonly found in public libraries 
and generally regarded as inoffenslvi 
by intelligent ami reputable readers. 
To trustees and librarians who lmv 
asked for advice regarding this mat- 
ter. the commission has been unable 
lo give any satisfactory reply. For 
the protection of librarians the boar 
believes that the statute should be 
revised and clarified." 


I had "possession of." And I might 
explain, or my attorney might argue, 
that my intentions were of the noblest 
und my mind of the purest, hut I 
should nevertheless be adjudged guil- 
ty. Why not? 

So, It looks to me as if librarians 
were not the only ones who need to 
begin to worry. Of course, their 
chances of being arrested are a thous- 
and to oim greater than those of the 
borrower, for the library must have 
,000 books on its shelves compared 
to one in the home of the average 
citizen. No, siree, I wouldn’t take a 
librarian’s job under any circum- 
stances. Just think of having to serve 
time for 50 or 75 per cent of the books 
in a library. It would take a long 
life. That is a fair proportion, I sub- 
mit, inasmuch as a professional snoop- 
er is apt to And something off-color 
in pretty nearly everything that is 
printed. 

Coming right down to brass tacks, 
the fact is that the reform that was 
intended, and of which I approve, 
over-stepped the mark. They were so 
eager to purify the wide world that 
they lost their legislative balance. It 
often happens. We may reasonably 
expect things to be straightened out 
this year, but I do hope that a les- 
son will have been learned and some 
discretion shown in the new statutes 
that are provided for ua as citizens 
of the Commonwealth.

Not only the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen but the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature seem disposed to applaud them- 
selves for the neatness and dispatch 
with which they are tackling the busi- 
ness before them. Each sees, no doubt, 
speedy and short sessions for the 
whole year. I have not the slightest 
doubt that every other deliberative 
body which handles the affairs of the 
people shares this optimism. It’s al- 
ways the point of view in January 
— in June it’s different, however. 

If we were to try and fathom this 
mystery we wouldn’t get any further 
than to learn that the cause has not 
yet been discovered. Common experi- 
ence shows that when legislative mat- 
ters, whether municipal or State or 
National, are considered without de- 
lay at the beginning of the year some- 
thing occurs to result in a slowing- 
down before the year has half gone. 

Personally, I have an idea there are 
several reasons. In the first place 
there are some members who haven't 
quite got their gait. "First year men" 
are apt to he cautious. They like to 
feel their ground and convince them- 
selves it is secure. After that they 
are less inclined to sit still aud let 
the experienced members run things. 

Secondly, it is usually the simpler 
matters that are tackled at the be- 
ginning. When questions of wider 
public interest are taken up the Al- 
dermen or Legislators or whatever 
their office begin to receive letters, 
telephone calls or personal interviews. 
Sometimes committees will "wait on 
them. 1 should suppose that the honor 
of being "waited upon" by a commit- 
tee was worth all the anguish of a 
campaign for election. At any rate 
the member is bound to find himself 
stirred-up over some momentous ques 
lion. He is likely to magnify it un 
til it becomes a vital part of his 
Career. 

Not that I would discourage any 
man in his eagerness to be a good 
public servant. Rather, l would com 
mend and applaud his spirit. My best 
wishes go out to all legislative bodies 
but 1 hope they won’t expect to ac- 
complish too much in a short period 
of time. If they do their best that's 
all they or their constituteuts have 
the right to expect. 

One of the pleasantest pieces of 
news that l read in last week's Graphic 
was the item that associates of Dr. 
George L. West at the Newton llospi 
tal had welcomed him back after his 
four months’ absence. It is cheering 
to learn that Dr. West has recovered 
and 1 know that many feel as 1 do. 

When an active man is obliged to 
lay-off as he has been the community 
is the loser.
